viſcera or other organs reſolved, Diſeaſes are then ſaid 
to be cured by nature, or the ſpontancous efforts of the 
animal economy. ac.

'The powers of nature are chiefly deficient in the cure 


of chronic diſeaſes, as Palſy, Dropſy, Hypochondriacal 


complaints, &c. &c. In ſuch diſeaſes, the efforts of the 
animal œconomy are too weak and languid. 

In ſome diſeaſes the encreaſed action of the body i is 
even hurtful, and may require to. be moderated ; as in 
calculous caſes, in inflammation of the ſtomach and in- 
teſtines, &c. 

Hence a judicious phyfician is not always to be con- 
fidered as the ſervant of nature, but frequently as he 
counſellor, and ſhould employ his art to ſupply and cor- 
rect her defects. 

A knowledge & ſuch principles as direct to the mo 


5 ſucceſsful indications in the cure of diſeaſes, are derived 


from, 

1. An accurate inveſtigation of the proximate and 
remote cauſes of diſeaſe. 

2. From general experience, the hiſtory of diſeaſes, 
and the ſucceſs of particular remedies, even though their 
operation or mode of adgzon. cannot be explained from 


any known laws of the animal œconomy. 


In order to cure a diſeaſe, it becomes ſometimes ne- 
ceſſary for the phyſician to know the conſtitution, or 
peculiar temperament of his patient. 
uch parts of the body as are naturally weak, require 
particular attention in the courſe of a diſeaſe. 

A phyſician frequently does more good by quieting 


ſymptoms, than by exciting violent movements in the 


body. | 
The art of obſerving conſiſts in attending to the time, 
and ſucceſſion of the efforts 45 nature, * in acute 


r 
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diſeaſes; in chronic, to the operation of remedies, and 
in diſtinguiſhing between the effects of the diſeaſe, and 
the remedies employed. 

The cure of a diſeaſe ſhould be chiefly attempted 
either in its beginning, periods of remiſſion, or intermiſ- 
ſion, and not in the paroxyſm, unleſs with a view to pal- 
liate urgent ſymptoms. 


Remedies ſhould be always adapted to the ſtate of the | 
| patient; gentle means are to be uſed in weak habits; 
more powerful and active remedies in ſtronger habits: 


nothing is to be attempted by ſudden and violent means, 
which may, with equal ſafety, be affected by milder re- 
medies; but in deſperate caſes, deſperate * are to 
be employed. 

A few active remedies, the efficacy of which has been 
eſtabliſhed by experience, are to be preferred to the 
more doubtful and compounded: and in chronic diſorders, 
remedies of approved efficacy, are not to be frequently 
changed, unleſs ſome new indications of cure occur from 
an alteration in the ſtate of the diſeaſe. 

The ſame diſeaſe, in different perſons, cannot always 
be cured by the fame remedy. The venereal diſeaſe, 
though -attended with the ſame ſymptoms in different 


perſons, will not yield to the fame preparation of mer- 


cury ; hence ariſes the neceſſity of trying new remedies, 


and of employing even different preparations of the ſame 
remedy. 


In the application of remedies the ſeaſon of the year is 


to be attended to. 

In ſpring and ſummer, 1 obſtructions, and many 
other chronic affections, are more eaſily removed, * 
in autumn and winter.

It is the duty of a phyſician to divert the force of 2 
_— from the vital organs, to parts leſs neceſſary to 
. There are certain periods of diſeaſe when evacuations 
are moſt ſucceſsfully excited, either by nature or art; 
profuſe and early ſweating in fevers gives no relief, but 
moderate ſweating in a more advanced ſtage of the diſ- 
eaſe, oſten promotes recovery: hence is founded the idea 
of concoction, ſo much talked of by Sydenham. 

It becomes frequently neceſſary to quiet urgent ſymp. 
toms, though the remedies employed ſhould be contra - 
indicated by the cauſe of the diſeafe ; in inflammatory 
caſes, this often prevents difficulties in the uſe of opium. 
Critical evacuations are not to be checked nor inter- 
rupted, nor are remedies to be employed, which may ex- 
eite other movements in the body at ſuch critical periods. 

In acute diſorders, or during much pain, food is in 

general to be avoided, becauſe it rather degenerates into 
a corrupted ſtate than affords nouriſhment, 
The more the ſtrength of the body is impaired, the 
lighter ſhould be the food, and of more eaſy digeſtion ; it 
ſhould be taken frequently, and in ſmall quantities ; on 
the contrary, the more ſtrength the patient has, he may 
indulge with the greater fafety in the uſe of ſolid and 
more nutritious aliment. 

A diſeaſe is the impeded action of any function of 
the body. 

The practice of medicine may be diſtinguiſhed into 
PaTHOLOGY, and THERAPEUTICS. 

PATHOLOGY, includes a knowledge of the cauſes of 
diſeaſes, their ſymptoms, "_ criſis, 1 and 
prognoſis.

OF THE SYMPTOMS OF DISEASE. 


The præternatural phænomena which occur during a 
| diſeaſe, are called ſymptoms. 
T heſe are either felt by the patient, or obſerved by the 
phyſician. 
The effects which immediately ariſe from morhid 
cauſes, are called the ſymptoms of the cauſe, | 


a 
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Theſe ſymptoms may produce others, which are called 


the ſymptoms of the ſymptoms. | 
Every ſymptom points out a diſcaſed ate of ſome of 


the functions, either the vital, natural, or animal. „ 
The ſymptoms of diſeaſes, in the order they appear, and 
the circumſtances which may operate in the animal ceco- 
nomy, in diverſifying their appearance, or rendering them 
anomalous, ſhould be carefully obſerved. 
All ſymptoms are to be explained from the action of the 
proximate cauſe, or the re- action of the living principle 
in the animal œconomy, excited with a view of. expelling 
or deſtroying whatever is inimical to the body. 
Many ſymptoms of diſeaſes are to be explained by the 
kw of ſympathy. 


OF THE CRISIS OF DISEASE: 


By the criſis of a diſeaſe is meant a ſudden change, 
either into health, or death. 

A criſis is more perceptible i in acute than in chronic 
diſeaſes, 

In acute diſeaſes, an exacerbation of ſymptoms fre- 
quently precede the moſt fayourable criſis, terminating in 
ſome ſenſible evacuations, which procure relief to ths 
patie nt, : 0 | 

Evacuations, which are accompanied, or immediately 
followed, by a relief of ſymptoms, are MO and 
critical, but not otherwiſe, 

It was the opinion of Hippocrates, and is now |

acute diſeaſes, and even in "the fevers of our own 
country.

This is of the utmoſt importance, and ſuppoſes an in- 
timate knowledge of the leading and characteriſtic *

This is the ſcience of ſigns, by which we may foretel

This ſuppoſes long experience, and comeiats much 


* che reputation of the phyſician, 


In this branch of pathology, mu and the 
gncients een greats uns. | 
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The prognoſis is by no means conjectural, when 
funded on accurate obſervation and experience. 

In forming an accurate prognoſis, we muſt recolle& 
our former obſervations in ſimilar diſorders; the effect 
of the diſeaſe in the ſame perſon at a former period; 
the degree of vis vite remaining; the importance of the 
organ affected to the life of the patient. 

It is alſo of conſequence to attend to the patient's age 
and ſex, together with his former ſtate of health; to the 
influence of climate, or prevailing contagion, and the 
period of the diſorder, as the ſame ſymptoms occurring 
at different periods, are accompanied with more or leſs 
danger, 

Symptoms of danger are more fallacious in acute 
than in chronic diſorders, | 

The nature of critical diſcharges, fe the ſymptoms 
uſually * them, deſerve our notice.

IN every fever there is ſome degree of chillineſs, in- 
increaſe of heat, frequency of pulſe, and diminution of 
ſtrength in the animal functions.

The ſenſe of cold becomes leſs violent; a heat greater 
than natural prevails, and ariſing from the præcordia, is 
diffuſed over the whole body, at firſt irregularly by al- 
ternating fluſhes, becoming more intenſe and permanent; 

the colour of the ſkin returns, with tenſion and redneſs ; 
the features of the face, and other parts of the body, re- 
cover their uſual ſize; head- ach; a pain in the back, and 
often in the extremities ; urine high, coloured, with a 
ſtrong hard pulſe. _ 

The ſymptoms of the hot Hage terminate in the ab 2 

refolution of the fever, or ſweating ſtage.

THE SWEATING STAGE. 


The pulſe becomes free and large; ; the organs of ſe- 
cretion are relaxed; the circulation is free and pervious 
on the ſkin, producing ſoftneſs, and moiſture ; the urine 
depoſits a ſediment; the belly is open; the functions of 
the mind and the ſenſibility of the body are reſtored. 
Though we have pointed out the ordinary courſe” of 
| ſymptoms which occur in the paroxyſm of an intermit- 
tent fever, yet it is ſeldom that all theſe ſymptoms are 
preſent in the ſame perſon, and circumſtances frequently 
happen which pervert the order of them, and e * 
anomalous.

They are ſuch, as in conſequence of acting on the

chiefly occurring in warmer climates, in a degree how- 
ever in all countries, and producing the ſame fevers, only

The number of contagions is ſmall, each retains the 
fame character in all countries, and is of one ſpecific na- 
ture, producing a variety of effects, oply when influenced 
by ſeaſon, climate, the habit of * and other accidental

The variolous and morbillous matter are to be referred 
to the head of contagion, and probably the effluvia of the 
human body in gaols and confined ſituations. 

Contagions are moſt active when applied directly from 
their ſources or fomites, the atmoſphere aſſiſting greatly 
to deſtroy or render them ãnoffenſive.

particularly in thoſe, the vigour of whoſe n has 

been conſiderably weakened.

According to the ſtate of the habit to which it is ap- 

plied, i it is capable of producing inflammatory diatheſis, as 


in the caſe of rheumatiſm, in others it produces catarrh, 


and in many continued fever. 


When applied in an extreme degree, ſo as to exert its 


ſedative powers, it extinguiſhes life, and produces gan- 
grene. 5 


Other remote cauſes of fever, 3 are the ſedative paſſions 


of fear, grief, and anxiety. 

Intemperance in drinking and venery aſſiſt in 3 
cing fever, eſpecially when favoured by the concurrence 
of miaſmata, contagion, and the action of other ſedative 
powers. 

Retenſion of putrid and . matter in the prime 
vie, from indigeſtible or corrupted food, or fæces in the 
inteſtines, concur in the production of fever. 
Direct ſtimulants, though they increaſe the pulſe, and 
animal heat, are ſeldom capable of producing feyer.

It therefore appears that the moſt frequent occaſional 
cauſes of fever produce primarily a ſedative effect, and

We ſuppoſe, therefore, that in every fever there is a 


power applied to the body, which has a tendency to

This will depend on the prevalence of morbid or 


ſalutary ſymptoms; how far the excitement in the ſyſtem 


is adequate to remove the noxious power, or how far it is 

properly directed to that part of the body, by the action 

of which the reſolution of the diſeaſe is beſt effected. 
If the excitement, or re- action, be too violent, as in 
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* 


inflammatory fever, it often deſtroys * vital b 
and organization of the part; this is a frequent cauſe of 
death, eſpecially affecting the brain in continued fevers. 

The action of the ſedative power, particularly in the 
caſe of contagion, tends to extinguiſh the vital principle, 
by acting on the nerves, and inducing en of de- 
bilit . 
In ſuch caſes as are denominated putrid, the alteration | 
of the texture of the blood, and weakneſs of its veſſels, 
are productive of profuſe hzmorrhage, effuſions under 
the ſkin, petechiæ, and other malignant eruptions, accom- 
panied by a diſpoſition to gangrene. 

The ſymptoms which evidently point out the pre- 
valence of danger, compared with the ſalutary ſymp- 
toms, will be conſidered in treating of particular fevers. 

In forming a judgment of the event of a diſeaſe, 
attention ſhould be paid to the remiſſions, the regular 
movements, and the critical days, which in moſt caſes 
are accompanied with ſome ſenſible change in the 
ſecretions, the pulſe, or the ſtate of the head. | 

An exacerbation of ſymptoms frequently precedes a 


| falutary and happy criſis.

OF THE GENERAL CURE OF FEVER. 


In the cure of fever, our attention ſhould be firſt di- 
refed towards moderating any irritation, which may 
increaſe the diſeaſe, or diſturb the regular and falutary 
periods, 

1. All diſagreeable add violent impreſſions on the 
mind are to be avoided, _ 
F 2 
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2. The ſtimulus of external heat is to be removed; 
zs well by keeping the patient in a large and airy om. | 


as by diminiſhing the quantity of bed-clothes, 
3. The exerciſe of the body, or the exertion of t 
* power, as in ſpeaking; even the ſtimulus of light, 


is to be avoided, as they increaſe debility in weak 


habits. 

4. The food ſhould be vegetable, aſceſcent, and of 
the eaſieſt digeſtion ; the beſt drink is water acidulated ; 
and, in general, all fermented liquors, except all 


beer, ſhould be forbidden. 


The uſual ſymptoms of fever are encreaſed by the in- 


troduction of food or nouriſhment into the body, eſpeci- 


ally of animal food ; therefore the anxiety generally ex- 


| preſſed on that occaſion is ill founded. 


5. When the prime vie are preternaturally loaded 


with corrupted matter, or accumulared fæces, the ſto- 


mach and inteſtines are to be emptied by the uſe of 
Formul. Select. No. 174. An early attention to this par- 


ticular will not only remove ſuch morbid and irritating 


matter, but likewiſe moderate the inflammatory diatheſis 
of the ſyſtem, and render bleeding and other evacuations 
leſs neceſſary. 

In the general cure of fevers we ſhould be ed 
by an attention to the ſymptoms of violent action, de- 
bility, and tendency to putreſcency in the animal fluids. 

The ſymptoms of violent action are increaſed force; 
hardneſs, and frequency in the pulſe, which often parti- 


cularly determines to the brain, lungs, and other im- 
portant viſcera, producing a ſenſe of local pain and con-

geſtion; the ſecretions are generally very high coloured.

The ſymptoms of debility are a weakneſs pd fjero- 
gularity of the voluntary motions, as ſubſultus tendinum, 
as well as of ſenſations and intellectual 1 
weakneſs of the pulſe; coldneſs of the extremities; 
tendency to fainting in an erect poſture, and a Gohing 
in reſpiration ; involuntary diſcharges, and difficult de- 

lutition. 

The ſymptoms dining a tendency to-putrefation are,. 
a loathing of animal food, great thirſt, and a defire for 
acids; the blood looſe in its texture; hemorrhage from the 
organs of ſecretion, without marks of great excitement; 
effuſions under the ſkin or cuticle, producing petechial 
and livid eruptions; frequent looſe and ſcetid ſtools, with 


little relief; fœtid urine, and a cadaverous ſmell of the | 


whole body. 

The ſymptoms, of violent aGion are beſt odio by 
blood-letting. 

The effect of bleeding is more immediatelyfelt; i in redu- 
cing the inflammatory action, than any other evacuation. 

It requires much ſkill to determine in what caſes i it 
may always be ſucceſsfully employed. 


It ought chiefly to be had ee to in the earl {tage 


of fever. b 

The young, the vigorous, and del bear it beſt 

The ſpring and winter ſeaſons demand it moſt 

The inflammatory diatheſis is more prevalent in cold 
than in warm climates ; this however is not altogether a 
general rule, for in the warmeſt countries, local inflam- 
mation, eſpecially of the liver, is more frequent and 
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acute than in cold countries, and gives way, 2 to 
_ bleeding. 

In epidemic and contagious diſeaſes much caution is 

ry in the uſe of the lancet. | 
Attention ſhould be paid to the — diſcaſes and 
habits of the patient, 

The appearance of the blood, and the effects of blood- 
letting, which may have been already practiſed, ought 

likewiſe to regulate our conduct. 

A ſudden and large evacuation often anfoers beſt, 
eſpecially when made in a relaxed or ſupine poſture. 

Evacuation by ftool likewiſe moderates the violent 
action of the ſyſtem, 

JI be effect of purging is not only that of emptying the 
| inteſtines, but likewiſe the vaſcular ſyſtem diſtributed upon 
them. | 

This eyacuation does not ſo ſuddenly weaken the 
ſyſtem, nor reduce the inftammatory diatheſis as blood- 
letting; it has however frequently its advantage, eſpeci | 
ally in doubtful cafes of increaſed action. 

In the more advanced ſtage of fever, purging may not 
only be afefu], in ſo far as it empties the inteſtines, and 
removes the putreſcent and irritating matter of the 
bowels ; but when employed in the beginning may do 
good by moderating the general aQion of the ſyſtem. 

Symptoms of violent action are moderated by plentiful 
dilution, eſpecially of watery fluids, acidulated or accom- 
panied with ſome of the neutral ſalts. 

Sweating frequently tends to moderate the violent 
action of fever, when produced by gentle and relaxing 
means, in oppoſition to n beat and — | 


ſtimulants, 


? 
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This evacuation is frequently ſpontaneous and mode- 
rate, producing the ſolution of the diſeaſe, and is _ 
ſucceſsfully excited by art. 

In many caſes where it is early and probiale; i it N 
the diſeaſe, and exhauſts the patient's ſtrength. This 
is frequently ee e to be the caſe in * 
fevers, 

If it does not relieve in twenty-four hours, it ae 
does good. | 
A relaxed ſoft ſkin, oppoſed to a dry beraing heat, is 
more favourable-than a copious diſcharge. 

Partial ſweating is always hurtful. Y 

In caſe of violent action, ſweating is moſt afely 
induced by nauſeating doſes of emetics, eſpecially the 
antimonial. 

For this purpoſe tartariſed antimony thould be em- 
ployed in ſmall and divided doſes in ſolution. x 

This, in general, will likewiſe prove gently. laxative, 
which renders the practice of ſweating much fafer in 
many doubtful caſes of inflammatory diathefis. Other 
preparations of antimony may likewiſe be employed, 
which, by their flow ſolubity in the ſtomach, are leſs apt 
to excite vomiting. Of theſe are all the calcined prepa - 
rations of antimony, in imitation of Dr. James's powder. 

In the early ſtages of fever, great advantages are 
derived from the combination of antimonial with purga- 
tive remedies. —Vide Formul. Sele#, No. 173. 

When tartariſed antimony is given in G e it ought 
to be diſſolved in wine. 

During the uſe of the calcined preparations of antimo- 
ny, acids ſhould be avoided, which nen render their 
operation too violent. | | 


* 
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. > Under the nauſcating pperation of antimonial prepara. 
+ tions, the febrile anxiety, and even delirium, is often 
encreaſed, until ſome ſenſible evacuation is induced, 
which removes thoſe ſypmtoms, and brings on a criſis of 

che diſeaſe. 

The general action of the ſyſtem is encreaſed by be bliſters, 
| though the violent action of a particular and deeply ſeated 

part is leſſened by them. They ſeem to act more from 
their power of ſtimulating than their power of evacuating, 

They are chiefly indicated in caſe of local pain and 
congeſtion in the beginning of fevers; and in the later 
ſtages they may be more freely employed to keep up the 
vit vitæ of the patient. 

Sinapiſms and rubefacients ſeem to act upon the ſame 
principles. | 
. - Fomentations to the lower extremities, frequently re- 
Jews the head in caſes of greater action, and by deter- 
mining to the ſkin, remove the reſiſtance and ſpaſm upon 

the ſurface of the body. 

The ſymptoms of debility, the moſt frequent cauſe of 
which is contagion applied to the body, are beſt coun- 
teracted by the free. acceſs of cold _ which corrects 
and even deſtroys its action. 

In ſome caſes, cold water has even bags fuccelfull i 
applied for this purpoſe. 

Debility is greatly moderated by the action of tonic 
and ſtimulating remedies. To this head belongs the uſe 
of bark, ſerpentaria, and wine. Vide Formul, Select. 
Pag. 15, 16, 41. 

Bark ought chiefly to be ld in 1 of remiſ- 
ſion, with a ſoft ſkin, where the ſecretions, at leaſt once 
in twenty-four hours, are ſomewhat more liberal.— In 
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caſes of violent heat, a dryneſs of the ſkin, a very quick | 
pulſe, and „ * local congeſtion, it ſhould not 


be employed. 

The ſerpentaria, or contrayerva will often ſupport the 
dir vitæ in low fevers, and rather promote the natural 
criſs of the diſeaſe. 

In cafes of extreme debility, with unequal and 1 irregu- 
lar heat, a low quick pulſe, and much watchfulneſs, wine 
may be employed with great advantages: and ſleep, in 
all cafes of low fever, ſhould be procured by opiates. 

In all caſes of debility, much evacuation by ſtool is 
to be avoided. 


The criſis of a low fever is generally beſt effected by 


found ſleep, or ſpontaneous ſalivation. 


The ſymptoms indicating a tendency to putridity are 
obviated by removing the patient from putrid or cor- 


rupted air. 
By a frequent change of bed- clothes and linen. 
By vegetable and aſceſcent fond. 


By evacuating the contents of the bowels by cooling 
and aſceſcent purgatives, ſuch as cryſtals of tartar and 


tamarinds, which likewiſe, by their antiſeptic and 
diluent effect, correct the general ſtate of the animal 
fluids, 

When ſymptoms of putrefaction are 3 with 
ſymptoms of great debility, then bark and other tonics 
may be employed with advantage. 

Bark is too active a remedy to be employed with 
ſafety in all caſes of continued fever; it ſhould never 


be given in caſes. of inflammatory diatheſis; even in 
other fevers its good effects are chiefly perceived in caſes 


of remiſſion, as before obſerved. 
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In the general cure of fever we have rather ſpoken 
of general indications than of the application of particu- 
lar remedies. | | |

o THE GENERAL DIVISION OF FE VERS. 


Notwithſtanding that in all feyers there is a diſpoſition 
to periodical returns and occaſional exacerbation ; yet in 
ſome they are ſcarcely obvious, in others more apparent, 
and in intermittent fever, perfect and compleat. 

This has given riſe to a diviſion of fevers into con- 
tinued, remittent, and intermittent. 

The continued are either inflammatory, accompanied 
with violent action; nervous, attended with debility; or 
malignant, attended with appearances of putreſcency. 

In general, however, they are not ſo diſtinctly marked, 
and in common practice we find them of a mixed nature, 
and changing into one another, except when ſome parti- 
cular contagion has operated. But as in all fevers the 
plan of cure muſt be adapted to the ſtate of increaſed 
action, debility, or putreſcency, we ſhall admit this diviſion 
of continued feyers into inflammatory, nervous, and mas 


OF THE INFLAMMATORY FEVER. 


The ſymptoms of the inflammatory fever are, a ſenſe 
of laſſitude, debility, and pain, univerſally felt in the 
bones; chillineſs and heat alternating with one another; 
-the pain becomes more ſeverely felt in the ſhoulders, 
back, knees, and head the heat becomes intenſe, with 
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redneſs of the ſkin, eſpecially of the eyes and face; | 


watchfulneſs ; anxiety ; a white tongue; dry ſkin ; high 
coloured urine z and inflamed blood; ee and 
delirium. | 

This fever generally attacks thoſe who are of a ſtrong 
plethoric habit of body; ſeldom the weak and relaxed: 
it ſeizes men more frequently than women. 

Its occaſional cauſes are the ſudden application of 
cold to a heated body ; violent exerciſe, while expoſed 
to the burning rays of the ſun ; intemperance in eating, 

and in drinking vinous and ſpirituous liquors. 
| It generally kills, by inducing inflammation and gan- 
grene on internal parts. 

By bad management, eſpecially the negle& of evacua- 
tions, and the too early uſe of ſtimulants, it often dege- 
nerates into low or malignant fever. 

The ſymptoms of danger are delirium, difficult reſpi- 


ration, ſymptomatic eruptions, intenſe heat, a very quick 


pulſe, and involuntary evacuations ; which may be op- 
poled to a ſoftneſs of the ſkin, moderate heat, and fever, 


and a regular freedom of the ſecretions, neither obſtructed 


on the one hand, nor profuſe or colliquative on the other. 


The cure of this diſeaſe is beſt effected, 


1. By blood letting, proportioned to the ſtate of the 


pulſe and ſtrength of the patient. 
2. By the means already laid down in order to mo- 


derate violent action, viz; the uſe of diluents, with 


acids and the neutral falts ; evacuating the prime vie, 
and determining to the ſkin by antimonials in emetic or 
nauſeating doſes, or joined with purgatives ; abſtinence 


from animal food, and the application of bliſters to

OF THE NERVOUS FEVER. 


In this fever, the ſymptoms of debility are chiefly pre. 
valent ; dejection and terror of mind; loſs of appetite; 
oppreſſion; watchfulneſs ; ſighing; great laſſitude; alter. 
nate chillineſs and fluſhing: in a few days giddineſs 
and pain in the head; nauſea, and vomiting of an 


inſipid pituitous matter; proſtration of ſtrength ; fainting 


on fitting in the erect r frequent, weak and often 


intermittent pulſe, with little heat and thirſt; a moiſt 


tongue, with a white mucus on it; pale watery urine; 
oppreſſion of the præcordia; unequal diſtribution of 
blood to different parts of the body; a coldneſs in the 
extremities; a flight delirium, without fury; a diſpoſi- 
tion to immoderate ſweating, or diarrhœa; inſenſibility 


to external objects; a tremor of the tongue; with ſuljul 


tus tendinum, coma, involuntary diſcharges by urine and 
ſtool, convulſions, and death. 
A. more favourable termination takes place when there 


is an early diſpoſition to ſalivation, and ſometimes a 


gentle moiſture on the ſkin 3 or diarrhœa comes on, 
which relieves the head, renders the pulſe more ſteady, 
and proves a criſis to the diſeaſe. Deafneſs is a favour- 
able ſymptom, which is generally accompanied with pro. 
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found ſleeping, and which is eaſily diſtinguiſhed from 
coma; Scabby, angry eruptions, and tumours, always re- 
lieve z while miliary eruptions, which generally attend 
yrofull ſweating, are only ſymptomatic. 
The Dangerous ſymptoms are, | 

Delirium with profuſe evacuations, partial ſweating 
about the breaſt and head, with cold extremities; ſubſultus 
tendinum; great watchfulneſs ; quick, low pulſe ; tremu- 
| Jous motions of the lips, tongue, and other parts, with 
impeded deglutition. 

The remote cauſes of this fever are, a relaxed, weak, 
and irritable nervous ſyſtem z profuſe evacuations 
anxiety 3 watchfulneſs; fatigue ; debility, induced by 
former diſeaſes, increaſed by coldneſs and moiſture, and 
in ſome caſes the action of ſedative poiſons, mia/mata and 


contagion. f 
From what has been ſaid on the proximate cauſe of 


fever in general, and the ſtate of weaker action in the 
moving powers, an explanation of the ſymptoms of this 
fever is eaſy. 

It is eaſily diſtinguiſhed from the 3 fever, 
which is accompanied with more violent action, and the 


inflammatory diatheſis. 


OF THE CURE OF THE NERVOUS FEVER. 


In the cure of this fever, all violent evacuations are 
to be avoided, while a chief attention is to be paid in 
Tupporting the vis vite through the courſe of the diſeaſe. 
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1 or THE WERVOUS FEVER. 


In the beginning, it is proper to give a vomit of ipeca- 
cuanha, or tartarifed antimony. Patients bear vomiting 


better than purging in this diſeaſe: A few grains of rhubarb 
and magneſia will be ſufficient to keep the body ſoluble, 
or emollient clyſters given from time to time. 

In this fever, wine is one of the beſt cordials : it may 


be given either by itſelf, diluted with water, or made 
into whey; it is moſt grateful when cold; it renders 


the pulſe flower and fuller, procures fleep, takes off deli- 
rium, and ſupports the patient under profuſe ſweats and 


ſymptomatic eruptions. 
The ſerpentaria and contrayerva are powerful oundiale, 


_ eſpecially the former, and determine gently to the ſkin 


in this diſeaſe. Vide Formul. Select. No. 177. 
In caſes of much anxiety and oppreſſion at the præcor- 


dia, which frequently accompany and precede miliary | 
eruptions, advantage may be derived from * N 


Vide Formul. Select. No. 46, 47, 48, &c. 


In the early ſtage of this diſeaſe, and through the 


whole courſe of it, bliſters may be applied with great ad- 


vantage, eſpecially to the extremities ; and the ſtate of 


the vir vitæ may be known by attending to the degree 


of inflammation which is produced from their ſtimulus, 


In the delirium of this fever, with ſub/ultus tendinum, 
the Mi. Moſch. Ph. Lond. may be uſed with advantage, 
eſpecially when joined to ſmall doſes of Tin# 8 — 


Vide Formul. Selef?. No. 130, 131. 


In caſes of watchfulneſs, with, or without delirium, | 
- the Tind. Opii in the doſe of 7 or 2 2 . 


be given to procure ſleep. 
Sleep and perſpiration are e by ſomentations 
with vinegar and water, applied to the lower extremities. 
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In caſes of remiſſion, the bark may be given.—Vide 
Formul. Select. No. 65, 66, 67, &c. 

In ſymptomatic and colliquative diarrhœa, a few drops 
of the Tin. Opii may be added to each doſe of the bark, 
or a grain of ipecacuanha to ten or fifteen grains of rhu- 
barb.—Vide Formul. Select. No. 116. 

In caſe. of extreme lowneſs and dejection, the value 
alkali may be. given with the. aramatic confection.— 
Vide Formul. Select. No. 14. 

Caſtor and valerian will be found to relieve from ie 
ſighing, terror, and anxiety, which, in delicate and 
writable habits occur in a high degree in this fever.

OF THE MALIGNANT, PETECHIAL, OR 
PUTRID FEVER. 


This fever has acquired its name from its mal gnant 
nature, the putreſcent ſtate of the ſecretions, and the livid 
eruptions which conſtantly attend it. 

The Symptoms are an intenſe heat, alternating with 
chillineſs, with ſome remiſhon ; a hard, ſmall, frequent, 
and irregular pulſe ; a violent pulſation of the temporal 
and carotid arteries ; great proſtration of ftrength ; 
anxiety and dejection of ſpirits; nauſea and bilious vo- 
miting; pain in the head; inflamed eyes; tinnitus 
aurium ; a difficult, laborious reſpiration, with frequent 
ſighing, and fœtid breath; univerſal pain; great reſtleſſ- 
neſs; delirium; a foul tongue, with fœtid ſordes about 
the teeth; great thirſt; the tongue ſometimes black and 
dry without thirſt : The urine varies much, ſometimes 
when there is a delirium, it is pale; in general, however 
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28 OF THE PUTRID FEVER 
it is fœtid and high coloured, and all the other ſecretions 
are in the ſame ſtate; involuntary evacuations; hæmor. 
rhages with diſſolved blood, and univerſal livid and pe- 
techial eruptions, with gangrenous aphibæ in the mouth 
and throat. 
This diſeaſe aſſumes a great variety of appearances : 
Sometimes the ſymptoms are inflammatory in the begin- 
ning, in which cafe, there is rigor, followed by encreaſed 
action; in other caſes, the diſeaſe more early affeQs the 
. nerves, reſembling the nervous fever above deſcribed ; in 
general there is much debility in the beginning, which 
prevails more or lefs with the ſymptoms of putridity 
already deſcribed. 
The remote cauſes of this diſeaſe are ; 
1. The application of putrid and contagious matter to

+ The too free uſe of animal food, eſpecially if ac- 
; e with bad water. 8 
3. Prediſpoſition from debility and anxicty of mind. 
4. The too free uſe of alkaline and ſeptic ſubſtances. 
The proximate cauſe appears to conſiſt either in the 
ſedative power of contagion, acting immediately on the 
nervous ſyſtem, or diſpoſing the fluids to putreſcency. 


_— 
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OF THE PROGNOSIS. 


A diarrhoea, or perſpiration, frequently relieves and 
takes off the delirium. | 
The eruptions becoming more red and inflamed, is 
favourable. - | 
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Numerous livid, petechial eruptions ; black and gan- 
grenous aphthe ; dry, black tongue, with delirium; pluck- 
ing the bed-clothes ; no thirſt; difficult reſpiration ; ten- 
ſion of the abdomen, with fœtid and involuntary ſtools; - 
partial and clammy ſweats; cold extremities z a quick, 
weak, and irregular pulſe, are extremely fatal ſymptoms. 


OF THE CURE OF THE PUTRID FEVER. 


In caſes of plethora, with much increafed action in 
the beginning, it may be proper to take away a few 
ounces of blood; this evacuation ſhould however be 
managed with the greateſt caution, and in no cafes 
fhould it be repeated. The head may be relieved with 
more ſafety by the "hit net of leeches, or 2 
glaſſes. — OO 

The primæ viæ are to be ata by the early uſe 
of cathartics, with or without antimony ; and if in the 
courſe of the diſeaſe there is much tenfion, and deter- 
mination on the bowels, a preference ſhoulg be given yo 
the neutral and aſceſcent purgatives. CAA 03 C 

EmoKtent clyſters, either of warm water, or ofthe 
Decoct. pro Enemat. tend greatly to dilute the acrimony 
and fœtor of the contents of the large inteſtines. They 
obviate that dangerous tenſion „ e abdomen which 


occurs in this diſorder. 30 0 8 . : 


A determination. on the fkin ſhould be kept up by the 
uſe of camphor mixture, with the vegetable acids, which 
are PIE to the foſſil. | 
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The cordial and antiſeptic practice ſhould be united; 
_ this will lead to the uſe of wine, bark, and acids. 
Rheniſh wine, or old hock, is the moſt pleaſant. 
The cravings of the patient ſhould be attended to in 
the uſe of food and drink ; they will always direct to- 
the aſceſcent and antiſeptic. 
In this, as in other fevers, bark ſhould only be given 
in ſuch caſes as point out ſome obſcure remiſhon, and 
where there is no local congeſtion on the internal viſ- 
cera. It often relieves from profuſe and ſymptomatic 
ſweatipgs; its purgative effect is beſt corrected by ſmall 
doſes of the Ting. Opii, and in caſe of coſtiveneſs it 
ſhould be accompanied with ſmall doſes of rhubarb. 
Bark is much ſafer in its operation when accompanied 
with acids ; in caſes where a determination on the ſkin is 
deſired, the Ag. Ammon. acet. may be given along 
with it. 

Symptomatic abe may be ad either by 
opiates alone, or united with aromatics, Vide Formul. 
Select. No. 141, 143. 

In the diarrhœa of a malignant fever, the Infuſ. Roſe, 
and the Julep ſalin. in an efferveſcing ſtate may be uſeful, 
from their correcting the putrid matter of the bowels. 

Bliſters are only uſeful in ſupporting the vis vite in 
the decline of this diſeaſe. 

In caſes of aphthe, the Deco. commun. Oy aci- 
dulated, is frequently proper as a gargle. 

The epidemio and remitting fevers of warm climates, 
2re chiefly of the malignant kind, but in the beginning 
are ſometimes accompanied wich ſo much encreaſed 
action as to render it neceſſary to take away a few ounces 


of blood. 
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They differ chiefly from the putrid fevers of this eoun- 
try, in having more oppreſſion on the præcordia, a ſenſe 
of greater pain in the region of the ſtomach and liver, 
with early vomiting of a very acrid and offenſive bile. 
The ſkin is generally tinged of a yellow colour; hence 
the diſeaſe has been called the bilious, or yellow 1 | 

In the Eaſt Indies, where perſons are expoſed not only 
to intenſe heat, but likewiſe to the putrid effluvia of wet 
mud, the ſymptoms of debility are greater, and the pro- 
greſs of the diſeaſe is more rapid and fatal. | 

The cure conſiſts chiefly in early evacuations by the 
prime viz, as above directed, and in caſes of early re- 
miſſion, the bark with acids, and other antiſepties, ſhould 
be given with freedom. —Vide Furmul. Select. No. 67. 

In comparing the different accounts of practical writers 
on the ſubject of fevers of different countries, and more 
particularly on the bilious and remitting fevers of warm 
chmates, it appears that they do not differ eſſentially from 
the foregoing; but as varieties, influenced by climate and 
the general ſtate of the atmoſphere, and different tem- 
peraments, or conſtitutions; and that the continued, and 
remitting fevers are the ſame, requiring a method of cure 
ſuited to the ſtate of reaction, debility, or tendency to pu- 
iridity, the prevalence of bile, and the degree of remiſſion. 

Remiſſions are beſt effected by aſſiſting to carry off 
bikous accumulations by the united operation of tar- 
tariſed antimony, the neutral falts, or MCI laxa- 
tires.

OF INTERMITTENT FEVERS. 

The ſymptoms of theſe have been already deſcribed | 
under the title of general fevers, it in the various ſtages 

of the paroxyſm. 

They are diſtinguiſhed by Sydenham into vernal and 
autumnal,- the former frequently accompanied with in- 
flammatory diatheſis, the latter with the putrid. 

They are diſtinguiſhable according to the frequency 
and duration of the interval, into ſingle quotidians, ter- 
tians, or quartans, or into the duplicate quotidians, ter- 
tians, or quartans, and perhaps on certain occaſions they 
may be ſtill more anomalous. 

They generally ariſe from the 5 of marſhy 
and low ſituations. 

The prediſpoſition is relaxation and . either 
induced by former diſeaſe, or by a thin watery and ve- 
getable diet. 

Between the paroxyſms there is a tendency to ſweat· 
ing, and an e appetite. 1

OF THE PROGNOSTS. 


The duration of the diſeaſe depends much on the cha- 
racter of the prevailing epidemic. 

The more regular the return of p 2 the more 
favourable is the diſeaſe. 1/7: #2» ello. 

Epidemic 3 are of more e cure than 
ſporadic ones; quartans, than tertians; autumnal, than 
vernal. | 
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Quotidian intermittents have by fome been thought to 
terminate 1n continued fevers. 

Appearances of jaundice and dropſy point out diſeaſed 
viſcera, which require a particular method of cure.

OF THE CURE OF INFTERMITTENTS. 


In the cure of intermittent fever, an attention ſhould 
be paid to prevent the recurrence of paroxyſms, and to 
conduct them in ſuch a manner as to render the ſolution 
of the diſeaſe perfect. > 


The recurrence of paroxyſms is beſt prevented, or their 8. 5 


riolence moderated, 

1. By the exhibition of an emetic, ſo that its opera : 
tion be nearly over before the acceſſion of the cold fit. 
2. By the uſe of tonics, of which there is great va- 
riety, either aſtringents alone, bitters alone, aſtringents 


and bitters united, aſtringents and aromatics, metallic | 


preparations, and opiates. 

The tone of the fyſtem may be further kept up by « oc- 
caſional ſtimulants, a generous diet, the uſe of wine, 
employed eſpecially i in the period of intermiſſion. 8 

Of all tonic remedies, the Peruvian bark is juſtly 
eſteemed the moſt effectual. 

It may be employed with great ſafety in any period 
of intermittent fever, provided there be neither inflamma- 
tion, nor appearances of obſtruction i in the abdominal 

viſcera, 8 

Obſtructions of che liver, dropſies, and other conſe- 

quences of intermittents, which have keen commonly

attributed to the bark, take their riſe from the recurrence 
of paroxyſms, from the neglect of bark in the beginning, 


or from not uſing it in ſufficient quantity. 

In the intermittents of ſome climates, accompanying 
particular epidemics, the intermiſſion is not always per- 
fett; however, the bark ſhould be given largely to ob- 
viate the danger ariſing from exacerbations, and the 
recurrence of paroxyſms. 

The bark ſhould be given largely, eſpecially as as near 
the acceſſion of the paroxyſm as poſſible. 
It ſhould be continued until the patient has miſſed 

ſeveral eral paroxyſms, and afterwards the quantity diminiſhed 
by flow degrees. | 

Opiates given in the hot fit, ſhorten its duration, and 
render the ſolution of the diſeaſe more perfe& and com- 
plete—Opiates, when given in the cold ſtage, though leſs 
effectual, than in the hot ſtage, will ſhorten the parox- 
: yſm—The coſtiveneſs induced by them is beſt removed 
by the Pilul. Myrrh. cum oe, which may accompany

© Notwithſtanding evacuations = no tendency to 
cure agues, and when uſed too freely rather diſpoſe them 
to return, yet accumulations in the prime vie ſhould be 
removed in ſome conſtitutions by vitriolated kali and 
rhubarb, in others by the warmeſt laxatives of aloes and 
myrrh.—Vide Formul.

OF INFLAMMATION IN GENERAL. 


In all caſes of inflammation, there is redneſs, tumour, 
and increaſed action of the veſſels, either of the inflamed 
part alone, or of the whole ſyſtem ; tenſion, pain, greater 
irritability, and an impaired action of the organ affected. 
In general, the blood taken from the arm remains longer 
in a fluid ſtate, and in cooling ſhews a glutinous ſepara- 
tion on the ſurface, commonly called the inflammatory 
in... 

Inflammation has acquired different names, according 
to its ſeat, as Phlegmon, Eryſipelas, &c. — 

It is moſt commonly produced by ſtimulants directly 
applied to the part affected, but it is frequently alſo _ 
formed in the hot fit of a fever, by the violent action of 
the arterial ſyſtem producing an unequal diſtribution of 
blood; in this caſe particular organs ſuffer from a larger 
quantity of blood directed upon them. The general 
ſyſtem being affected, an inflammatory diatheſrs prevails, 
and the cold ſtage of a febrile paroxyſm commonly pre- 
cedes the diſeaſe. | 

The proximate cauſe of. inflammation and fever is 
frequently the ſame, both formed by the wis medicatris 
nature excited by the ſpaſm or reſiſtence on the ſurface 
either of a particular part, or of the whole body. 

The increaſed heat, redneſs and action of the veſſels, 
and the effuſion into the ſurrounding parts, evidently 
pore an accelerated circulation and a pervious ſtate of

the ele. The phænomena of bliſters, and the effects of 


direct ſtimulants, clearly point out that obſtruction is not 
the cauſe of inflammation. The idea of /-ntor and erro- 
loci taking place in inflammation is ill grounded, in. 
flamed blood being thinner than other blood, and 
coagulating with more difficulty. 

The remote cauſes of inflammation are, 

1. External ſtimulants. 

2. Mechanical violence. 

3. Cold applied under certain circumſtances. 

4. The peculiar action of contagion. 
Inflammation terminates in reſolution, ſuppuration, gan- 
grene, or effuſion, ſometimes of red blood, and frequently 
of gluten, producing adheſions eſpecially of membranous 
Inflammation is faid to terminate by reſolution, when 
the ſypmtoms gradually abate, the texture and organiza- 
tion of the part remain entire, and the fluids effuſed 


under the moderate action of veſſels are abſorbed and 


received into the habit. ; 
Suppuration takes place when the action of the veſſels 


of the part, and the inflammatory diatheſis continuing 


violent, the effuſion and accumulation of gluten become 
conſiderable, eſpecially in yielding cellular membrane, 
and the veſſels acquire a power of ſecreting pus, or the 


effuſed fluid by ſtagnation undergoes a change affecting 
the ſurrounding parts, and producing a cavity for itfelf, 


frequently bounded by adheſions ; this cavity is called 


an abſceſs. 


The ſymptoms of fppuretion are, firſt, an encreaſe of 
tumor and pain, a ſenſe of weight and throbbing in the 


organ, the tumor becoming more ſoft and pointed; in 
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caſes of inflammation, accompanied with inflammatory  - 
diathefis, repeated and alternate chillineſs, frequently 
attended with ſevere rigors, are perceived; the pain 
abates, and in parts ſubjected to our view a ſenſe of fluc- | 
tuation is felt. | 

Pus is ſeldom formed in internal parts, and again 
abſorbed into the habit without ſymptoms of he&ic fever, 
which are a quickneſs of the pulſe ; intenſe heat ; an 
emaciated habit; irregular and returning rigors, and a 
great tendency to colliquative ſweats. . 

The ſymptoms of hefic fever ſhould be carefully 
marked and diſtinguiſhed from thoſe of intermittent. 

The character of an abſceſs, and its diſpoſition to heal, 
or become phagedenic, will depend much on the ſtate of 
the fluid effuſed, and the as of action in the veſſels 
of the part. 

In the caſe of gangrene, the matter effuſed becomes 
putrid, communicating its poiſonous and deſtructive 
effects to the integuments and cellular membrane; ſome- 
times, as in /phacelus, deſtroying blood - veſſels and muſcles. 
The ſymptoms of gangrene are, a ſudden loſs of pain 
and heat, after violent action of the part; a ſoftneſs and 


loſs of elaſticity; veſicles on the ſurface of the part, 
containing an ichorous and offenſive fluid; a livid or 


black appearance, with a cadaverous ſmell a quick 
pulſe, and a diminution of ſtrength. 

It has been uſual to conſider ſcirrbus as one effect of 
inflammation, though I believe it may exiſt independ- 
ant of it, and ſeems to be an indolent tumour of a gland, 

7 : 
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which from its ſtructure has erer the ſtagnation of 2 
fluid in it. 

In inflammation of the lungs, blood is often efufed into 
their cells, and produces a ſenfe of ſuffocation, and ſome 
times immediate death. 

In the inflammation of membranous parts, as the 
pleura and peritoneum, there is frequently produced ad. 
T heſions through the medium of coagulable lymph; and 
| it is not uncommon to find pus effuſed from the furface 
of membranes, and collected in internal cavities, accom- 
| panied with frequent rigors, and the uſual ſymptoms of 
1 Hectic fever, without any appearance of ulceration or ab- 
ſceſs on diſſection.

j: INFLAMMATION, 


In the firſt ſtage of inflammation, the cure ſhould be 
attempted by promoting reſolution, which is effected by, 
I. Removing ſuch remote cauſes, as are obvious, and 
continue to operate. 
2. By diminiſhing the quantity of blood either in the 
| whole ſyſtem, or as directed to a peculiar organ, 
I | 3. By relaxing the whole ſy{tem, or diminiſhing the 
4 tone of a particular part. 
j it 4. By increaſing the neighbouring ſecretions. 
0 All theſe latter indications are fulfilled by blood 
letting, either general or topical. 
By the uſe of purgatives, ns the cooling and 


antiphlogiſtic, 
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By relaxing the ſkin by antimonials and tepid diluents. 

By fomentations, or the or bath, directed on the 
parts affected. 

The violent action of the veſſels of an inflamed part 
may be diminiſhed by external ſedatives ; ſuch as the 
preparations of lead, zinc, copper, and mercury, when 
applied in a very diluted ſtate. f 

Reſolution is frequently promoted by bliſters, rube- 
facients, or other means of exciting greater action on the 
veſſels in the neighbourhood of the inflamed part. 

There are many caſes of inflammation depending on 
the relaxed, weakened, and paſlive {tate of the organ, 
beſt removed by tonic remedies, and more active prepa- 
rations of the metallic bodies. There are likewiſe caſes 
of inflammation, kept up by the action of a peculiar 
acrimony, beſt cured by alterative remedies ; ſuch as the 
preparations of mercury and antimony, Of the firſt 
kind are chronic and ſcrophulous ophthalmie, Of the 
ſecond are inflammations depending on a venereal cauſe, 
and affections of the ſkin, not accompanied with any 
inflammatory diatheſis in the general habit. 

In circumſtances where ſuppuration is unavoidable, and 
probably in ſome it may be deſirable, it becomes neceſ- 
lary to haſten the proceſs, and to ſoften the integuments 
and ſurrounding parts, ſo as to promote the moſt favour- 
able direction of the purulent matter. 

The means employed to promote reſolution are to be 
omitted on the one hand, while we ſhould, on the other, 
guard againſt exciting too much the inflammatory dia- 
theſis of the habit. 

Suppuration is beſt promoted by the application of 
Warm cataplaſms and plaiſters, which by ſoftening the 
n 2 
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integuments, and keeping the part moiſt, promote the 


general view in ſuppuration. 


The proper period for the evacuation of the pus, and 
the moſt eligible means of doing it, are conſiderations 


rags belong to the ſurgeon. 


In caſes of abſceſs, pus is frequently improved and 


corrected by good air, a milk diet, the uſe of bark, and 
other tonics. In many caſes of relaxation and dimi- 


ntſhed inflammation, external ſtimulants and eſcharotics 
are often applied with advantage, eſpecially the prepa- 


rations of mercury and copper. 


Pus is likewiſe corrected by means which diminiſh 
pain and irritation ; hence ariſes the uſe of opium, 
cicuta, and perhaps many others of the ledative claſs of 
remedies. 

Inflammation frequently 4 a ee to gangrene, 


which ſhould be diſcouraged by every proper means. 


Gangrene, in its early ſtage, may be obviated by dimi- 
niſhing the inflammatory diatheſis as directed above. 
When it has already come on, every poſhble means 


ſhould be uſed to prevent its ſpreading, by exciting 3 


ſuppuratory inflammation in the neighbouring parts. 
The internal uſe of bark in gangrene with atonia, 


ſhould be freely employed; warm and antiſeptic fomen- 


tations and cataplaſms may be directed with advantage. 
Opium has lately been recommended as a ſpecific, in 


a particular ſpecies of gangrene. 


In caſes of ſcirrhus, the cure may be attempted by 
ſmall doſes of the neutral falts, ſea-water, and alkaline 
remedies. In ſome caſes cicuta, mercury, and antimony, 
promote the reſolution of ſcirrhus. 


If a ſcirrhus be large, * and detached, 
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it ſhould be extirpated by the knie or deſtroyed by 

cauſtics. 

The electrie fluid has been of late — directed, 
in diſcuſſing hard and indolent tumours. | 

The pain and irritation of a cancer may be greatly 
relieved by opiates and cicuta, which, together with bark 
and mercury, frequently correct the nature of the diſ- 
charge; to which may be added a milk and vegetable 


diet. 
The external application of « carrots, and other fer- 


mentable cataplaſms, remove the offenſive fœtor of the 
diſcharge. 
Arſenic and other cauſtics Jeſtroy the inequalities and 


fungous appearances on the ſurface. _ 
The early uſe of the knife, where it can be ſafely em- 


ployed, ſhould be preferred, before the habit has ſuffered 
much from the ſymptomatic hectic. | 

In caſes of purulent effuſion on internal parts, accom- 
panied with the ſymptoms of hectic fever, above related, 
_ myrrh, in ſmall doſes, has been found uſeful. Sarſapa- 

rilla and a milk diet, correct the ſtimulus and acrimony 
of pus. 

It ſeems probable that cmnſties, or ſetons in the integu- 
ments, diminiſh effuſion, and relieve the ſenſe of weight

OF OPHTHALMIA. 


This is an inflammation of the membranes of the eye, 


more eſpecially the /unica conjuncti va, or adnata. 
It differs much in its degree of violence being ſome- 
times more deeply ſeated, affecting the interior mem- 
branes, extending itſelf to the inner ſurface of the palpe- 
bre, and is attended with more or leſs pain and fever. 
In ſome there is much heat and dryneſs, in others an 

increaſe in the ſecretion of tears, which are of an acrid 

In ſome it is epidemical, in others intermittent. 

Tt is frequently REG with ſcrophulous or yene- 
real complaints. 5 

Its more remote cauſes are, 

1. External ſtimulants, acrid and volatile efluvia. 

2. Expoſure to cold obſtructing babitual evacuations. 

3 Scrophulous and venereal cauſes determining to the 


eye. 
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It it accompanied with a ſenſe of heat and pain red- 


neſs, and ſome degree of tumour ; in general an increafed 


diſcharge of an acrid, ſerous fluid, together with a ſordes, 


which glues up the eyes, eſpecially in the morning. The 


eye-light is imperfect, and the pain is much increaſed by 


light. In ſome, ſuppuration comes on, in others, an 


opacity of the cornea. 

The diſeaſe is frequently independent of general in- 
flammatory diatheſis, in others it is preceded and accom- 
panied with the uſual ſymptoms of inflammatory fever. 

The cure conſiſts in reducing the inflammatory dia- 
theſis, by bleeding and purging, and in diminiſhing the 
pain and irritability .by local applications. In relaxed 
and ſcrophulous habits, deobſtruent and tonic remedies 
are the beſt; and in the venereal opthalmia, the cure can 
only be effected by mercurial and alterative medicines. 

If there be no general fever, topical bleedings either 
by leeches, cupping-glaſſes, or by opening the temporal 
artery, anſwer beſt. 

Bliſters, applied to the head or behind the ears, often 
relieve, Setons, eſpecially in the neighbourhood of the 
head, do good. 

In ſome caſes the inflammation has been diminiſhed by 
ſlight ſcarifications of the turgid veſſels of the eye.—Vide 
Formul. Select. No. 152, 199, 200. | 

In ſome caſes of ophthalmia without fever, advantage 
is derived from the ſunpie application of brandy and 
water, | 


In general, warm applications are improper.—Vide ;

It begins with chillineſs, preceded by an intenſe burn- 
ing heat, vertigo, pain in the head, and ſtiffneſs of the 
neck; there comes on a ſenſe of uneaſineſs in the throat, 
nauſea, vomiting, and ſometimes diarrhea, anxiety, reſt- 
lefſneſs, watery inflamed eyes, great debility, fainting on 
ſitting in an ere poſture, a foul tongue, an eryſipelatous 
redneſs on the ſkin, a low quick pulſe, early delirium, a 
diſcharge of an excoriating, fœtid, and ichorous fluid 
from the tonſils and noſe, ſometimes deſtroying and erod- 
ing the neighbouring parts. There is always an SY 
acerbation of fever towards night. 

This diſeaſe ſeizes the weak and relaxed more gene- 
rally; children and women therefore are the moſt free 
quent ſubjects of it. 

It is communicated by contagion, and rages with 
much violence at all ſeaſons of the year. 

It ſhould be diſtinguiſhed both from the 3 
angina, and from a particular ſpecies of epidemic ſore 
throat, which has lately appeared in this country, at- 
tended with much pain and — of deghutitions vio- 
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tent head-ach, with inflamed eyes, ſometimes an univerſal 
redneſs and eruption on the ſkin reſembling the meaſles; 
it has been falſely confounded with the malignant and 
gangrenous ſore throat; it has ſome ſlight excoriation 
on the tonſils and velum pendulum palati, and has only 
given way to bleeding and purging with tartariſed anti. 
mony and infuſion of ſenna,—Vide Formul. Select. No. 
173. | 
In the cure of the malignant angina, al violent CVacu- 
tions ſhould be avoided.

fever and conſiderable pain; the breathing is very diff. 
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colt and Jaborious ; the deglutition is but little impaired 
there is a ſinging noiſe as if the found iſſued through 
metallic pipes; great anxiety and oppreſſion, and the pa- 


tient is carried off by fuffocation. 


This diſeaſe rages among children, and has been 


called the crouß. DPiſſection has aſcertained its ſeat, and 
proves that it is an inflammation of the trachea, fre- 
quently productive of an effuſion of coagulable lymph, 


exhibiting the appearance of an adventitious membrane. 
It has been often miſtaken for a ſpaſmodic diſeaſe, and 


treated, though unſucceſsfully, by antifpaſmodics. This 


diſeaſe is very rapid in its progrefs, and frequently fatal. 


It ſhould be treated, as the inflammatory angina, eſpe- 


cially, in the beginning in which ſtage only it is curable.

lometiunes ſoft, particularly if the parenchymatous ſub- 


ric, or ſuch as have weak lungs; the moſt frequent 
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ſtance of the lungs be affected, at other times hard and 
ſtrong, when the pleura is more eſpecially the ſeat of 
the diſeaſe; anxiety ; reſtleſſneſs ; inflamed blood; ; high 
coloured urine; fluſhed countenance ; a difficulty in 
lying on either ſide; a dry cough, attended with an 
increaſe of pain ; ſhooting lancinating pains through the 
cheſt, as high as the ſcapulæ and between the ſhoulders, 
In the advanced and dangerous ſtate of the diſeaſe the 
pulſe becomes irregular ; the breathing is more difficult; 
cold extremeties and partial ſweats come on, with deli. 
rium and death. 

This diſeaſe terminates by reſolution; in which caſe 
an eaſy expectoration comes on, ſometimes a whitiſh 
mucus ſtreaked with blood; in ſome caſes the reſolution 
is effected by hæmorrhage from the noſe; by gentle 
ſweating, or a copious ſediment in the urine.

It is attended with a cough, quick pulſe, difficult

It is firſt introduced by a dry obſtinate cough ; weigh 
and oppreſſion en the cheſt ; and a tendency to an ca- 
creaſed ſecretion of mucus in the morning.

The fever is irregular, always encreaſed by eating 
eſpecially animal food, accompanied with fluſhings in 
the face, an increaſed ſenſe of heat in the hands and 
feet, watchfulneſs, profuſe ſweating towards the morn. 
ing, which often alternates with diarrhœa. The tongue 
is often morbidly clean; there is a pale whiteneſs in the 
'tunica conjunctiva of the eye; a gradual decay of 
ſtrength and fleſh; a difficulty of lying ſometimes on the 
affected fide,” at other times on the oppoſite fide. In 
ſome caſes there is but little expectoration in the 
eourſe of the diſeaſe ; in others there is little or no pain 
to be perceived ; the appetite frequently continues 1 
to the laſt ſtage. 

The violence of coughing, and a feriſe of irritation in 

the larynx, produces vomiting, eſpecially after eating. 
Ibis is one of the 'moſt frequent diſorders in this 
country, and ſhould be early attended to, otherwiſe ſup- 
- puration will take place and conſume the ſubſtance of 
"the lungs. Suppuration is to be ſuſpected when the p- 
tient complains of irregular chilly paroxyſms, ſucceeded 
by heat, and attended with a fluſhing in the face, with a 
diſpoſition to night ſweats. Such cold fits have often 
been miſtaken for intermittent fever, and fatally 
treated by bark and other means calculated for the cure 
of agues. 

This diſeaſe is fied hereditary, connected with a 
ſanguineous and ſcrophulous temperament; it depends 
lkewiſe on the mal- conformation of the cheſt ; it fre- 
quently ariſes from an imprudent expoſure to cold an, 
eſpecially when applied to a heated body, and in a ſtrean 
30 the neck and cheſt.

Violent exertions of the organs of voice, or the in- 
troduction of ſtimulants and acrid ſubſtances by the air 
in breathing, may bring on inflammation.

This diſeaſe is more rapid in ſome conſtitutions than in 
others; the ſcrophulous phthiſis is generally more gradual 
in its effects, its ſymptoms abate in the winter, return 
with more violence in the ſpring, and it does not in 
general carry off the patient in Jeſs than three or four 
years. | 

In caſes of hamoptce, with much fever, the progreſs 
is more rapid. 

The danger is to be eſtimated from the degree of 
fever, and diſpoſition to colliquative diſcharges, 

In the laſt, ſtage the feet and legs become cedema- 
tous, ſome degree of ſtupor and delirium comes on; but 
in general the ſenſes remain entire to the end 4 the 
diſeaſe, and the mind is confident of recovery. 

Phthiſis ariſing from tubercles is more dangerous than, 
that from hemoptoe, and is ſtrongly marked by an | 
hereditary tem ent. 

Perſons frequently recover from a vomica 9 — 
during peripneumony; and conſumptive complaints ha 
been ſometimes removed by mania. 

Pregnancy frequently retards the progreſs of con- 
ſumption, which, however, often returns with additional 
violence after delivery. 

Phthiſis pulmonalis is to be conſidered as proving

OF THE CURE OF PHTHISIS 
PULMONALIS. 

In general this will depend on the proper uſe of the

The cure of this diſeaſe is extremely difficult, there.

In all caſes of hæmoptoe, more eſpecially when de. 

nding on a powerful prediſpoſition, a ſuppuration 
Is to be dreaded, and is beft prevented by large and fe- 
peated bleedings, the cooleſt and moſt aſceſcent regimen, 

avoiding exerciſe of body, and the keeping the belly ſoluble 
by the gentleſt laxatives. —Vide Formul. Select. No. 174. 

The dangerous effects of a catarrhous cough are beſt 
prevented by attending to the degree of inflammatory 
diatheſis which accompanies it, by the uſe of Mudge's 

Inhaler, and by moderating the cough by mild opiates 
Vide Formul. Select. 18 141, 146. 
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In phthiſis ſubſequent on peripneumony, the antiphlo- 
giſtic regimen, a ſea voyage, and a temperate atmoſphere, 
with moderate exerciſe, ſhould be recommended. 

In all conſumptive complaints, ſmall and repeated 
bleedings, ſuited to the ſtrength of the patient, and the 
degree of inflammation, ſhould be attended to. 

Suppuration is often prevented by ſetons, iſſues, or 
open bliſters on the cheſt. 

The external parts ſhould be well defended from the 
cold air, by wearing flannel next the ſkin, 

| Vegetable acids, and fruits of all kinds, ſhould be uſed 
with freedom; they ſeldom increaſe any colliquative 
diarrhœa. 

In the inflammatory ſtage of tubercles, their ſuppura- 
tion ſhould be avoided by che means employed above; 
yet they are ſometimes in a more indolent ſtate, when 


their reſolution has been effected by ſmall doſes of 


mercury and cicuta : in the zabes meſenterica of children, 
which is a ſimilar diſeaſe, though the affection of a diffe- 
rent organ, I have experienced good effects from ſuch a 
combination.

In cafes of hectic, accompanied with early debility, 
and little apparent inflammation, I have experienced good 
effects from myrrh, particularly as fecommended by Dr.

The ſymptoms are, an acute pain in the region of te 
ſtomach; a ſenſe of internal heat in the part; quick, 
hard contracted pulſe ; great anxiety and watchfulneſs ; 
violent yomiting, eſpecially after taking any thing into 
the ſtomach; much thirſt, with great proſtration of 
ſtrength; hiccup; delirium; cold extremities, and death, 
+ This diſeaſe may be brought on by the ſudden applica- 
tion of cold, the repulſion of eruptions, the tranſlation 
of gout and other diſorders, the operation of cauſtic and 
metallic poiſons; by taking in cold drink while the body 
is warm, and by a large quantity of indigeſtible food. 
Its fatal termination is in gangrene. 
It is to be treated in the ſame manner as inflammation 
of other parts, 
1. By large and repeated bleedings. 
2. By bliſters and fomentations. 
3. By mild and demulcent laxatives. 
4. By mucilaginous and oily diluents. 
5. By remedies which may decompoſe the acrid wal

In the inflammation of the ſtomach, little or no medi- 
cine can be taken, till by bleeding the irritability of the 
organ is diminiſhed, 

It appears from diſſcction, that the ſtomach and inteſ- 
tines have been inflamed without any remarkable degree 
of pain being perceived by the patient: this has ſuggeſted 
the idea of different kinds of inflammation of the ſtomach, 
as phlegmonic and eryſipelatous.

_ INTESTINES. 


In the inflammation of the bowels there is a fixed 
pain in the abdomen, attended with fever, coſtiveneſs, 
and yomiting ; the pain is chiefly felt in the region of 
the umbilicus. 

This diſeaſe ariſes from the ſame cauſes as produce. 
inflammation of the ſtomach. _ 

It may be induced by cholic, volvulus, or incarcerated 
hernia, 

It terminates either by reſolution, effuſion of pus, or 
gangrene. | 

To the plan of cure recommended in inflammation of 
the ſtomach may be added the uſe of mild purgatives, in 
preference to the more draſtic and lefs bulky ones.

It may be diſtinguiſhed either as affecting the ſubſtance 
of the liver, or the peritoneum which covers it.

The inflammation of the concave part of the liver is 
diſtinguiſhed by the following ſymptoms :

An early and judicious treatment renders it a leſs _ 
gerous diſeaſe, than the inflammation of other internal 
organs.

A violent and continued hiccup, much fever, great 
thirſt, a paleneſs and coldneſs of the extremities, while 
the other parts of the vody are intenſely hot, are FIG 
moſt fatal ſymptoms. | 

The liver frequently ſuppurates, the abſceſs — 
pointing outwards; at other times pus is diſcharged by 
tool; in general the body gradually waſtes under the 
common ſymptoms of hectic, with nn rigors and 
eolliquative ſweats. | 

The liver may remain in a ſcirrhous ſtate for a Jong 
time without much inconyenience, eſpecially if atten- 
tion be paid to regimen ; it however ultimately brings 
on ſymptoms of jaundice and dropſy, which ſeldom give 
way to medicine.

In ſtrangury, the urine is diſcharged by drops, with 
a continual defire'to empty 'the bladder ; the ſtimulus

This diſeaſe is diſtinguiſhed into the acute, and chro- 
nic, the former accompanied with fever and inflamma - 
tion, the latter with little or none. 

The ſymptoms of che acute rheumatiſm are laſſitude; ; 
rigor ; a ſenſe of weight and coldneſs in the extremities; 
a quick pulſe; thirſt ; great reſtleſſneſs, and obſtinate ' 
coſtiveneſs. The tongue is generally very foul, and 
covered with a white mucus. In a day or two after the 
attack, an acute pain is felt in one or more joints of the 
body, which is foon followed by tumour and inflamma- 
tion; the pain and tumour: are very moveable to other 
joints; the urine is very high coloured, and frequently 
depoſits a ſediment; the pulſe is generally very ſtrong 
and quick, and there is ſometimes a diſpoſition to pro- 
fuſe ſweating, which ſeldom affords the leaſt relief. 

There are tranſitory and acute pains in the cheſt, and

The more acute the paroxyſm, the ſhorter in general its 
duration; it terminates uſually with an itching of the 
parts, and a deſquamation of the cuticle. 

Though in young habits, and on the firſt attack of 
the diſeaſe, it is generally confined to the feet; yet in 
more violent and unfavourable cafes it attacks the other

In theſe 
caſes the diſeaſe is protracted almoſt the whole year, 
and ſeldom leaves the patient entirely; the paroxyſm is 
rarely critical and ſufficient for relieving the ſyſtem; 


the ſtrength is gradually impaired, and the diſeaſe fall 


on internal organs, producing apoplexy, lethargy, pally, 
aſthma, and inflammatory affections of the ſtomach and 
other viſcera, nauſea, vomiting, diarrhea, Kc © 
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This diſeaſe generally attacks men, ſeldom women, 
virgins or eunuchs ; chiefly thoſe of a ſedentary and ſtu- 
dious life, of a full and plethoric habit, and who have 
indulged much in the uſe W animal * ern 
liquors, and venery. 

It is frequently hereditary, in ; whilch * it occurs 

independently of any abuſes in eating and drinking. 
In conſtitutions naturally prediſpoſed to it, it is invited 
by the application of cold to the feet; by fatigue or 
anxiety of mind; by repeated bleeding, as tending to 
weaken the body; 1 n wn. and in- 
digeſtible food. : 
From the fulleſt attention to the ſymptoms and remote 

eauſes of this diſeaſe, it would appear that plethora and 
debility joined, conſtitute its proximate cauſe, and to the 
removal of which, inflammatory action, eſpecially i in the 
extremities, are excited. 

The more ſevere and painful the paroxyſin is, the 
ſhorter is its duration, and the intermiſſion is the longer. 

A regular paroxyſm of this difeaſe contributes much 
to the cure of other diſorders, and the reſtoration of the 
body to perfect health. | 

The diſeaſe is more eaſily cured in * perſons than 
in old. 

There is no effectual cure for decke gout, or in 
caſes where the diſeaſe continues to attack indiſcriminately 
every joint of the body, and t to produce * concre- 


tions. 


In conducting the cure of this diſeaſe, we ſliould con- 
ſider the means proper to be employed either in the in- 
termiſhon, or in the paroxyſm; we ſhould likewiſe attend 
ta the remedies neceſſary to palliate ſymptoma. =

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In the intermiſſion the digeſtive powers ; ſhould de re- 
ftored by the occaſional uſe of tonic and chalybeate 
remedies, ſuch . as Bath water, &c. By keeping the 
body ſoluble ; by uſing exerciſe ; by the fleſh-bruſh ; 
by going to bed early, and riſing ſoon in the morn- 
ing; but above all, the moderate uſe of animal food 
and fermented liquors; and in ſome caſes of inflamma- 
tory and hereditary gout, by a total abſtinence from 
animal food and ſpirituous liquors, confining the diet to 
milk and vegetables.

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It is generally preceded by a conſiderable degree of _ 
tigor, terminating in the hot fit of a fever, thirſt, reſt- | 
leſſneſs, frequent pulſe, inflamed blood, proſtration of 
ſtrength, pain in the * vomiting, delirium, you 
toma. 

On the ſecond, third, or fourth day, the ſkin 8 
tenſe and tumid with redneſs and pain, and is frequently 
covered with puſtules, containing a thin fluid, conſider- 
ably elevated above the ſkin, after which the fever . 
rally abates. 

The tumour continues to ſpread, and as: attacks the 
lower extremities, abdomen, and. glandular parts of the 
body, but more frequently the face: there is often a 
general enlargement of the head, with ſtupor and de- 
lirium.

This diſeaſe has three ſtages : - - . . 

1, Of contagion. 

2. Of eruption. | 

3. Their change into a farinaceous ſtate. 

It begins with rigor, ſucceeded by heat, thirſt, white 
tongue, head-ach, drowſineſs, fneezing, cough, with 
ſymptoms of catarrh, watery inflamed eyes, ſometimes 
hekneſs and vomiting. _ | 

About the fourth day there are ſeen ſmall red ſpots, 
running together, and ſomewhat elevated above the 
lein; they appear firſt on the face and upper extreme 
ties, and afterwards on the trunk of the body and lower 
extremities. 

The ſickneſs or vomiting geenlly abates, but the 
cough and fever often continue, with difficult reſpiration 
and ſymptoms of peripneumony. 

The patient frequently ſweats profuſely, and is ſeized. 
with diarrhea, 

About the fixth day the puſtules dry on the face, and. 
afterwards on other parts of the body, and there is ry 
diſquamation of the cuticle. 

About the ninth day they are not to be MGR. 
but the body is covered over with a kind of farina. The 
ferer ſhould abate about this time, but very often is ac- 
companied with ſymptoms of peripneumony; a diarrhœa 
ſometimes continues obſtinate after the diſeaſe is over. 

The ſymptoms are relieved either by hemorchagys. 
lweating, Garrhoea, or a ſediment in the urine.

The difeaſe ariſes from the application of a peeulier 
poiſon, which is more volatile and diffuſive in air than 
that of the ſmall-pox ; it principally affects the mucous 
membrane of the body. | | 

The diagnoſis is determined by a knowledge of the 
prevailing epidemic, ſneezing, coughing, and the watery 
inflamed eyes, together with the eruption. 

The diſeaſe is moſt dangerous when the eruption is 
flow: a gentle diarrhea and a ſoft ſkin moderates the 
fever. The ſudden diſappearance of the eruption, with 
delirium and any livid appearance, threatens immediate 
death. 

Much redneſs or paleneſs, proſtration of ſtrength, vo- 
miting, reſtleſſneſs, difficult breathing, or petechial ſpots 
announce much danger. 

It generally rages from about the month of January, 
until the vernal equinox, and diſappears in July. 

It generally attacks children, and perſons of weak and 
delicate habits. 
T The diſeaſe is moſt ſucceſsfully treated, firſt, by 

bleeding, which relieves the cough, and peripneumonic 
ſymptoms ; a light vegetable diet, — and acidulated 
Liquors. | 

In order to mitigate the cough, pectoral medicines 
and anodynes are to be employed. 

- Perſons in the meaſles do not bear cold air, as in the 
imall-pox. 

Any tendency to heQic and conſumptive diforden 
ſhould be obviated by moderate exerciſe, country air, 
a milk and aſceſcent regimen ; iſſues and open bliſters 
frequently relieve the internal parts, and make a ſucceſs 
ful effort towards the external parts of the body.

OF THE DYSENTERY.. 
This diſeaſe is accompanied with fever, teneſmus, and 


frequent ſtools, with pain in the bowels; in general 


the ſtools are extremely putrid, and tinged with blood. 


It may be diſtinguiſhed into the ſporadic or epidemic. 


Into the more mild and malignant, into ſuch as is at- 
tended. with blood, or only the abraded mucus of the 
_ bowels. | 

The hiſtory of the diſeaſe is as follows: 


The patient for ſome days complains of a loſs of ap- 
petite; diſtenſion of the abdomen, with laffitude ; a hor- 
ripilatio, which is ſucceeded by a quick pulſe, great heat, 
reſtleſſneſs, nauſea, vomiting, pain in the ſtomach; anxiety 
of the præcordia, violent griping, frequent ſmall ſtools, 
which are bloody, ſanious, and mucous, often in a putrid 
ſlate, and mixed with fleſhy, ſkinny, fibrous matter; 
much borborygmi, and flatulency, teneſmus, ſtrangury, 


and prolapſus ant ; great debility, a ſenſe of burning heat 


in the internal parts, with cold extremities, hiccup, 
and cold ſweats; in the laſt ſtage the pain diſappears. 


and the feces are diſcharged involuntarily; the pulſe 
finks and 1 intermits before death. 


It. appears from the diſſection of morbid bodies, 
that the colon and rectum are. chiefly the ſeat of the 
diſeaſe; they are preternaturally thickened, exulcerated, 
and the villous coat abraded, and there are ichorous 


puſtules on the internal ſurface of the great inteſtines.

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 3$ OF THE DYSENTRAY.. 


It is diſtinguiſhed from diarrhœa by its being accom- 
panied- with more pain and teneſmus, as well as bloody 
ſtools ; the fever, however, which is moſt generally of 
the putrid kind, is the chief diſtinction. 

This diſeaſe is very uncertain in its event; it is moſt 
dangerous when it attacks weak and ſcorbutic habits, 
perſons adyanced in age, or gravid women. 

Vomiting with hiccup are dangerous ſymptoms. 

An univerſal and gentle moiſture on the ſkin, together 

with a ſediment in the urine, are favourable ſymptoms, 
Convulſions with delirium, a very quick and weak pulſe, 
are bad ſymptoms. Aphthe in the throat, with dry 
fauces and difficult deglutition, threaten immediate 
danger. 
The dyſentery attacks thoſe who have been formerly 
ſubje & to it, and ſuch as have any conſtitutional debility 
of the ſtomach or inteſtines, who have been ſubject to 
bilious complaints, and who have ſuffered from improper 
and corrupted food. An improper expoſure to cold 
and moiſture, eſpecially in hot countries, readily in- 
duce it. 

The epidemic dyſentery rages chindy i in the autumnal 
months, when the evenings are cold after very hot days. 

It is a contagious diſeaſe, and generally ariſes from 
putrid matter introduced into the body. | 

It is greatly favoured by that ſtate of atmoſphere 
which promotes putrefaction. | 

The cure of dyſentery is beſt conducted by evacuating 
the prime vie early. 

For this purpoſe the combined action of « emetics yy 
| purgatives” proves the moſt ſucceſsful, Vide Formul. 


| Select. No. 173. 
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It is chiefly after large evacuations, that ipecacuanha in 
ſmall doſes, or opiates to palliate teneſmus, do good. 

The operation of rhubarb is too inconſiderable here, 
and the more active ſtimulating cathartics, as calomel and 
the reſinous purgatives, frequently irritate and inflame. ; 

The neutral ſalts anſwer beſt, nor are we to be diſ- 
couraged. from their uſe by the frequency of ſtools, 
which are generally little more than mucus. evacuated. 


from the rectum by teneſmus, while hardened fæces are 


often lodged in the colon. 
In ſome caſes where. the patient is of a very lad 


habit, and ſymptoms threatening inflammation come hs 5 


bleeding may be proper. 

The acrimony of the contents of the inteſtines ſhould 
be diluted by mucilaginous and demulcent fluids, emollient 
tyſters, and ſometimes with opium, which takes off the 
uritation, and quiets the teneſmus. 

The: occaſional uſe of opiates does good, mia 
oecaſionally with ipecacuanha, as in Dover's * 
Pulv. Tpecac, comp. (Ph. Lond.) 2 

Aſtringents are only ſafe and proper after evacuations 
have been employed, and when the diſeaſe is kept up * 
the weakened and irritable ſtate of the bowels. 

In ſome caſes it may be neceſſary to employ fomenta= 
tions and even bliſters to the abdomen. p 

Great care ſhould be taken to avoid expoſure to- the 
effluvia of dyſenteric ſtools, and the other. occaſional. 
cauſes of this diſeaſe. : 

In caſes of diarrhea, aſtringents and opiates may be 
uſed with more freedom; ; rhubarb anſwers beſt in ſuch 
caſes ; ſtomachic and tonic medicines, with bitters, are 
very proper, and neceſſary to preyent a relapſe, —Vide.

The remote cauſes are, food of difficult Ggeſtion, as. 
mncid butter; the colder. fruits, fuch as cucumber and 
melon, and perhaps moſt fruits uſed: in exceſs ; active 
and violent purgatives; poiſons ; violent. . of the 
| mind and very acrid bile. 

This diſeaſe prevails in. the. emtumnal months, from 
expoſure to cold evenings, after very hot days. 

A gradual diminution of ſymptoms, eſpecially of the 
vomiting, ſucceeded by ſleep and a gentle moiſture on the 
ſkin, affords a favourable prognoſis; while ſpaſm of the 
extremities, with great debility and intermittent pulſe, ' 
with fœtid vomiting, is unfavourable. " 

The cure depends upon early dilution, and promoting 
the vomiting by chicken broth, warm water, and the 
like; frequent emollient clyſters are likewiſe proper. 

In caſe of ſpaſm and Ceres opiates ſhould be 
given with freedom.

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OF HEMORRHAGY. 


By hæmorrhagy we mean an effuſion of blood from 
the veſſels of a living body. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed into active or paſſive; by the 
former we mean hzmorrhagy depending on an increaſed * | 
action of the veſſels, either of a particular part or of the 
whole body, generally preceded by a febrile paroxyſm, 
and attended with inflamed blood; by the latter we mean 
ſuch as either depends on ſome bent injury, or on the 
diſeaſed ſtate of the animal fluids, and which is not ne- 
ceſſarily accompanied with inflammation or fever. 
It is more particularly the former, or active hæmorr- 
hagy, which we ſhall treat of in this place. 5 ; 

Active hzmorrhagies generally occur in plethoric ha- 
bits, and thoſe of a ſanguine temperament ; they * 
in the ſpring or beginning of ſummer. 1 
A ſenſe of weight, oppreſſion, tenſion, or heat, are 

generally felt in the region of the part, before the blood 
appears. There is frequently a cold and hot ſtage of 
fever, which precedes the hzmorrhagy. 

The pulſe is generally full, frequent, and hard, and. 
becomes ſofter as the hæmorrhagy advances... _ 

When hæmorrhagy depends on internal cauſes, it is 
very apt to recur, and ſometimes at ſtated periods.

Hemorrhagy, from an internal cauſe, is owing to an 
encreaſed determination of blood to a particular part, 
producing a greater action of veſſels in that part, by 
which the blood is poured into veſſels whole capacities 
do not naturally receive it, ſo that their extremities are 
diſtended, and an effuſion takes place. 

As the growth of the human body does. not proceed 
_ equally in every part of it, the cauſes of diſtenſion are 

unequally applied; ſome parts of the body are neceſſarily 
firſt evolved, therefore they acquire their utmoſt bulk 
ſooner than others, 

This appears to be particularly the cafe with regard 
to the head, the parts of which are firſt evolved, me 
therefore ſooneſt acquire their full fize. 

Hemorrhagy of the noſe is that which occurs 
firſt, from any increaſed determination of blood to the 
head. = 
This nee, takes place before the period of 
puberty. 

An hemoptoe is the hemerrhagy which takes place 
after the age of puberty, from a defect in the balance 
between the ſyſtem of the aorta and the pulmonary veſ- 
ſels, or from an inequality of growth, giving riſe to a 
narrow cheſt, and a conſequent impediment to the free 
action of the lungs. 

From the period of puberty, to thirty-five years of 
age, hæmoptoe moſt generally takes place. 

In the latter periods of life, hæmorrhagies occur 
| chiefly from the venous ſyſtem, as from the extremities 
of the hzmorrhoidal veins. ; 

| Venous blood effuſed on the internal ſurface of the 
bowels, produces hæmorrhagy of a black coloured blood.

Venous blood, effuſed into the cavity of the cranium, 
produces apoplexy. 


So that the diſpoſition to arterial hæmorrhagy is in 


the early periods of life; to venous hæmorrhagy in the 
more advanced periods of life. 

The remote cauſes of 0 are, 

1. External heat. 

2. The ſudden diminution of the weight of the at» 
moſphere. 

3. Whatever — the force of the circulation, 
particularly violent efforts, and the violent action of ſuch 
parts, as are more eſpecially ſuſceptible of hæmorrhagy 
at particular periods of growth; thus, violent ſpeaking 
or any other violgnt exerciſe of the reſpiratory organs, 
may produce hemoptoe. 

4. Particular poſtures of the body, and ligatures, pro- 
ducing great preſſure, and I e local con- 
geſtion. 

F. External violence. 

6. Cold externally applied, and thereby determining 
blood more forcibly on the internal parts. 

Though hæmorrhagy may ſometimes be. ſappoſed to 
produce its own cure, and that a neceſſity for it, from 


plethora, prevails in the body, ſo as to render it danger- 
aus to check it, yet in general it. onght to be avoided, 
and the recurrence of it always rendered unneceſſary by 


means the moſt effectual for reducing plethora. 

All hzmorrhagies but the menſtrual are preternatural, 
and ſuch as ought to be checked, and their return 
guarded againſt. by every poſſible means.

by a cold fit. | 
Emetics by ſome have been recommended in hæmor- 


rhægies, eſpecially i in hæmoptoe; they have been found

In ſome caſes of very profuſe hzmorrhagy, aſtrin gents 
may be ſafely applied; they always act with moſt power

It is a diſeaſe which rages chiefly at ſea, and in

OF THE DROPSY. 


This is an extravaſation of a ſerous fluid, either into 
the cellular membrane or other cavities of the body. 


It has been diſtinguiſhed, according to its ſeat, into 


Anaſarca, Aſcites, Hydrops Peftoris, Hydrops Ulteri,, 
Hydrocele, Hydrocephalus, and other ſpecies. 

The remote cauſes of dropſy are, a crude een 
diet; the abuſe of ſpirituous and vinous liquors; cold 


water taken largely when the body is heated; a ſuppreſhon 


of the menſes; hzmorrhoids, and other evacuations; irre- 
gular gout determined on internal parts ; violent hzmor- 
rhagies or other evacuations, which have reduced the 
ſtrength of the patient; preceding aſthma, diarrhcea,. 
phthiſis pulmonalis, jaundice, intermittent and other 
fevers, ſcirrhous viſcera, polypi in the heart, and other 
cauſes which may impede the return of venous blood to 
the heart, 

In all cafes of dropfy, the powers of abſorption are 
inſufficient for reſuming into the habit the fluid which is 
effuſed into the different cavities of the body. 

From the enumeration of cauſes already given, it wilt 
be eaſy to apply them to particular caſes, which may be 
neceſſary for the purpoſe of more ſucceſsfully treating _ 
diſeaſe. 

In anaſarca the body is 1 the animal fibres ſoft 
and yielding, the feet and legs become cedematous to- 
wards night, while the cellular membrane of the upper 
extremities appears diſtended with water in the morning. 

In ſome, the accumulation and diffafion of water in 


the cellular membrane is univerſal, the urine is *

in ſmall quantity, and there is in genera! a conſiderable 
degree of dyſpncea, 

In aſcites,” there is a conſiderable tumour of the hs 
domen from the diſtenſion of water between the peri- 
toneum and abdominal viſcera, There is frequently a 
great difficulty of breathing from its preſſure on the dia- 
phragm ; a ſenſe of fluctuation may be perceived; the 
upper extremities are waſted ; there is generally much 
_ thirſt; the urine high coloured and in ſmall quantities ; 

a diſpoſition to piles; a pale emaciated countenance. The 
anaſarca and aſcites are frequently complicated. 

In a dropſy of the ovarium, the progreſs of the tumour 
is very flow Ad gradual, there is leſs ſenſe of fluctuation, 
there is little or no thirſt, and the health of the patient 
is very little affected. | 
In hydrops pectoris the difficulty of breathing i is moſt 
conſiderable; it often returns ſuddenly in the form 
of paroxyſm, with a dry cough, fluttering Irregular pulſe, 
and very often anaſarcous appearances in other parts of 
the body. 

- Dropſy is ſometimes removed by a diarrhea, an 
increaſe in the ſecretion of urine, or a rupture of the ſkin, 
Aſcites is diſtinguiſhed from the tumour of preg- 
nancy, by the countenance of the patient, the ſenſe of 
fluctuation, thirſt, and general debility : the diſtinction is 

more difficult in caſes of encyſted dropſy. 

The prognoſis is very uncertain ; if the appetite be 
preſerved, if the urine be encreaſed, and no appearance 
of diſeaſed viſcera, the patient may be reſtored. 

If again on the other hand the viſcera be obſtructed 
and diſeaſed, with much thirſt, cough, weakneſs, and

OF THE ASTHMA. 


Aſthma is an impeded and difficult reſpiration, at- 
tended with a ſenſe of ſuffocation. 

It is diſtinguiſhed into the periodical or continued, 
into the humid or dry aſthma, into the idiopathic or 
ſymptomatic, - 

It ariſes from various cauſes, among which may be 
reckoned the following: 

A vitiated ſtate of the atmoſphere ; violent paſſions 
of the mind; the repulſion of eruptions and cutaneous 
inflammation; the drying of old ulcers; the reeeding of 
gout; water in the cavity of the thorax or cells of the 
lungs; obſtructions of the bronchial tube; and a certain 
irritable ſtate of the organs of —— more eſpecially 


_ the diaphragm. 
In the periodical aſthma, the following ſymptoms 


occur in the paroxyſm: 
Flatulency and diſtenſion of the ſtomach, with 3 


ſenſe of ſtricture, heat, fever, drowlmels, head-ach, 
nauſea, and * urine.

The lungs feel rigid; the breathing is diſturbed z 
general torpor, eſpecially of the extremities, and in the 
night-time all the ſymptoms are encreaſed ; bilious vo- 
miting frequently comes on; an involuntary flow of 
tears; a ſmall, weak, intermitting pulſe; palpitation of 
the heart; a livid countenance; with a ſenſe of imme 
diate ſuffocation. The difficulty of breathing gradually 
abates, ſome degree of expectoration comes on, the urine 
depoſits a ſediment, and the paroxyſm ceaſes. 

In the more violent attack of the diſeaſe, cdematous 
tumours of the hands and feet come on, and the patient 
becomes dropſical or conſumptive ; ſometimes the dif- 
eaſe terminates in apoplexy and pally. 

The prognoſis is more favourable in young than in old 
| habits, and in caſes from repreſſed evacuations, than 
from other cauſes; the more 1 and violent the 
paroxyſm, the worſe. 

It generally proves fatal when it terminates in perip- 
neumony. It is more eſpecially dangerous when the 
pulſe is irregular and intermittent, with ſyncope, palſy 
of the lungs, palpitation of the heart, and the urine ſe- 
creted in ſmall quantity. 

Towards the end, the extremities become cold, the 
pulſe is ſmall and obſcure, the breathing becomes more 
difficult, and the patient dies. 

In the continued aſthma, there are ſymptoms which 
reſemble catarrh, the diſeaſe does not return by ſevere 
paroxyſms, the diſpnœa is relieved by expectoration, 
and the patient becomes very ſenſible to the leaſt varia- 
ation in the ſtate of the atmoſphere.

This is a diſeaſe to which ſtudious and nn | 
perſons are extremely ſubject. 

It is frequently induced; by grief and anxiety; by 
gluttony ; by too flatulent and farinaceous a diet; by 
violent and exceſhve evacuations; the abuſe of active 


emetics and purgatives ; preceding diſorders, eſpecially 


of the liver, and is ſometimes connected with hyſteric 
and hypochondriacal complaints, 

The proximate cauſe may be a weakened nd Irregular 
periſtaltic motion of the ſtomach, which may affect the 
power of the menſtruum ſecreted by the ſtomach, on 
which the digeſtion and ſolution of our aliment depend, 

The patient complains of anxiety and diſtenſion, with 
fatulent eructations, a diſagreeable ſenſe of oppreſſion 
after eating, heart - burn and acidity, eſpecially when the 
ſtomach is empty; the body is either coſtive, or there is 2 
diarrhea; the appetite irregular, ſometimes good; a. 
weak, ſmall pulſe, generally flow, but eaſily quickened. 
Anxiety of mind; vertigo ; palpitation of the heart; 
great watchfulneſs ; heat and. fluſhing after eating; ang!

many y fymptoms in common to W ere ny com- 
plaints. 

Such diſorders of che Rense are ben 4 
and very liable to return on the leaſt irregularity. 

They are beſt obviated, 

1. By emptying the ſtomach, by a few grains of ipeca- 
cuanha, and aſſiſting the operation of the vomit, by an 
infuſion of camomile flowers, or other agreeable bitters. 

2. By the uſe of tonic bitters in ſmall doſes, together 
with gentle chalybeats,—Vide Formul. Select. No. 60, 9,

3. By gentle exerciſe on horſeback, 

4. By light animal food, and by avoiding the more 
indigeſtible and farinaceous 3 ſuch as potatoes, 
peas, beans, c. 

5. The common drink ſhould be 4 and water ; | 
perhaps in ſome caſes a little porter, ſometimes a little 
brandy, or rum and water, without either ſugar or lemon; 
but care ſhould be taken to guard againſt the abuſe of 
theſe. 

Violent evacuations ſhould be avoided, the body ſhould | 
be kept ſoluble by the gentleſt laxatives. 

In caſes of prevailing acidity, ſmall doſes of rhubarb, 
and the abſorbent earths ſhould be uſed. In many cafes 
great benefit may be derived from the uſe of lime-water. 

In ſome caſes there is a great ſecretion in the ſtomach 
of a viſcid pituitous mucus ; the appetite is deſtroyed; ; 
the tongue foul ; a diſtenſion after eating; vertigo ; : faints 
ing; an irregular fever; nauſea and vomiting. 

Theſe ſymptoms are belt removed by emetics repeated 
occaſtonally, bitter and chalybeat remedies, lime-water, 
and ſometimes the uſe of Natr. Prep. in {mall doſes.

OF THE PILES OR HAMORRHOIDS. 


They are diſtinguiſhed into the open or blind, into 
the external or internal. 

The proximate cauſe is, a diſtenſion of the hzmorr. 
hoidal veins, or an effuſion of venous blood into fur- 
rounding cellular membrane. 

The remote cauſes are, an obſtruction or aide 
from preſſure, from an enlargement of the abdominal 
viſcera, to the returning venous blood; they frequently 
ariſe from the irritation and prefſure of indurated 
fxces ; they are generally the ſalutarꝝ effects of the 
habit in the advanced ſages of life, when a venous 
plethora is liable to come on ; they are therefore fre- 
quently rather to be promoted than ſuppreſſed, 

They are particularly uſeful in relieving diſorders of 
the head. | 

The inflammatory ſymptoms are to be moderated ei. 
ther by general or topical bleeding, and an attention to 
the antiphlogiſtic regimen. 

Gentle and cooling laxatives are to be e 
employed. 

Much exerciſe muſt be avoided, and ſometimes fo- 
mentations are proper. 

They ſometimes ſuppurate and degenerate into fiſtu- 
lous ulcers —Vide Formul.

This diſeaſe may be defined a yellow colour of the 
ſkin, and tunica albuginea of the eye, from the e 
of bile in the blood veſſelss. 

It is diſtinguiſned into the yellow and black . 
into the continued and periodical, into the idiopathic 
and ſymptomatic, into the critical or ſymptomatic, into 
that accompanied with or being without fever. 

The remote cauſes are various. 

1. Hyſterical or ſpaſmodic cholic. 

2. The active operation of ſome poiſons, and fome- 
times of the more acrid purgatives. 

3. Anger, grief, and other violent affections of the 
mind. | 

4. Preſſure on the biliary duds, from tumours, preg- 
Ka &c. 
4 Diſeaſes of the liver, inflammation, ſents & c. 
6. Biliary calculi. 

The proximate cauſe is the regurgjendon of bile, and 
the conſequent abſorption of it into the habit, 

The ſymptoms are the following : 

1. A great degree of torpor and laffitade ; a yellow 
colour on the eye and ſkin ; a coſtive habit; an impaired 
appetite 3 the feces of a light clayey appearance; the 
urine thick, and tinging linen of a yellow colour; the 
other ſecretions likewiſe affected. 

A ſenſe of weight, fullneſs, and pain often in the 
night hypochondrium; the breathing affected; nauſea 
and vomiting; an itching of the ſkin, with ſmall red

The prognoſis is more favourable in young perſons 
than old, in ſtrong than weak habits; the lighter the colour 
of the ſkin the better: it is always bad when complicated 
with other diſeaſes. When the jaundice comes on in 
the later periods of fever, it is ſometimes favourable, un- 


leſs accompanied with ſymptoms of local pain and intlam- 


mation, in which caſe the danger is greater. 

It is favourable when attended with a natural moiſture 
on the ſkin, and a freedom of the other ſecretions. 

It is very bad when attended with dropſy. 

The cure muſt vary according to the cauſe producing 
the diſeaſe. 

In caſes of inflammation and fever, n may be 
neceſſary. 

The ſecretion of bile may be reſtored by vomity 
eſpecially by tartariſed antimony given in ſmall and 


divided doſes. 


The body ſhould be kept ſoluble by ſmall doſes df 
rhubarb, gum ammoniac, and ſoap, —Vide Formul. Sei. 
No. 22, 74, 95, 155, 156. 

In cafes of acute pain without fever, opiates given 
largely, frequently promote the paſſage of biliary ca 
culi, and remove ſpaſm of the ducts. 

Great advantage has been found from the uſe « 
orange and lemon juice, taken in the quantity of fout 
or fix ounees in the day. 

Many ſpecifics have been recommended in this di 
eaſe, the operation of which muſt be very Alacious, from 
the nature of the diſorder. 
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OF THE DIABETES. 


It is diſtinguiſhed by the great ſecretion of urine, which 
is manifeſtly ſweet ; there is likewiſe a conſiderable de- 
gree of thirſt, and other ſymptoms of hectic fever; the 
faliva is extremely viſcid ; there is pain in the Joins, 
coſtiyeneſs, debility and maraſmus, a dry ſkin, œdematous 
ſwellings of the lower extremeties, colliquative evacua- 
tions, and death. | 

This diſeaſe ſeems originally ſeated in the prime vie, 
though the ſymptoms ultimately appear in the kidney. 

The urine retains ſo much of vegetable and ſaccharine 
matter, as to be capable of undergoing the vinous fer- 
mentation. 

The diſeaſe has been ſucceſsfully treated by 88 
tonic and chalybeate remedies, and by the uſe of Briſtol 
water. 

Moderate exerciſe, cold barking, and food of eaſy di- 
geſtion, more eſpecially animal food, are found to be of 
great importance, ——Vide Formul. Select. No. 68, 132,

OF CALCUI.OUS CONCRETIONS IN THE 
' KIDNEY AND BLADDER. 


The ſymptoms of calculi in the kidney are, acute 
pain, or ſenſe of weight and uneaſineſs in the region of 
the kidney; encreaſed heat; nauſca; vomiting ; coſ- 
tiveneſs; an exacerbation of ſymptoms after eating; 
an appearance of ſand in the urine ; in ſome caſes there 
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is bloody and purulent urine, and in others, iſchuria, 
coma, inflammation and death. 
The left kidney is more frequently affected than the 
right. | 
If the calculus deſcends into the ureter, it occaſions 
very violent pain along its courſe towards the bladder; 
a numbneſs of the leg and thigh of the affected ſide; a 
retraction of the teſticle, and ſometimes a ſuppreſſion of 
urine. 
A calculus in the bladder is attended with difficulty 
and pain in making water; a conſtant ene/mus urine ; 2 
painful irritation towards the extremity of the glans; 
the urine much loaded with mucus.; the pain more 
violent in the diſcharge of the few laſt drops of urine 
which is frequently tinged with blood, eſpecially after 
violent exerciſe. 

The remote cauſes of this diſeaſe are, 

1. An hereditary prediſpoſition, probably connected 
with gouty diatheſis. 

2. A ſedentary life. 

3. The long retention of urine. . 

Is the production of caleuli influenced by regimen, 
ſuch as the uſe of particular liquids, ſuppoſed to contain 
more or leſs of earthy matter ; or is it more probable that 
the irregularities productive of gout, may contribute to 
the formation of calculous matter ? 

The remedies employed either to diſſolve calculous 
matter and promote its evacuation, or to leſſen the dil 
poſition to its production, are called Lithontriptics, which 
act, 

1. By 1 the calculus in the urinary paſſages 
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2. By removing the diſpoſition i in the body to its 
formation, 

3. By diſſolving ths glutinons matter which lows 
united the earthy part. | 

Chemical experiments prove, that the component or 
elementary parts of human calculi are not the ſame in 
all perſons, therefore there can be no univerſal men- 
llruum. 

Before the uſe of any folrent, it would be proper to 
examine the patient's urine, and the matter which it 
is found to depoſit. 

The principal variety of ſolvents may, be reduced to 
alkali or acid. 

Of the firſt is the Ag. Kal. pur. Ph. Lond. 

Of the ſecond, Carbonic Acid Gas. or Fixed Air, in- 
troduced in a great variety of forms, as impregnating 
water, as eſcaping from efferveſcing draughts, or in the 
more agreeable form of briſk and fermented liquors, 

To theſe may be added lime water, and the ſolutions 
of the fixed alkalis ſuper-ſaturated with carbonic acid. 

Alkaline ſolvents appear to act chiefly by diſſolving 
the animal gluten, and 3 thereby the t texture 
of the ſtone. 

Painful ſymptoms from the irritation of calculi have 
abated on the uſe of the uva urſi, and ſometimes o on the 
uſe of other bitters and aſtringents.

Tt may be deſined an acute pain of the inteſtines, at- 
tended with coſtiveneſs. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed into the fatulent and ſpaſmo- 
dic, into the acute and chronic, into that which is 
accompanied with fever, or in which there is no fever. 

The remote cauſes of cholic are various: 

1. A conſtitutional irritability of the bowels. 

2. An encreaſed ſecretion of acrid bile, with an ob. 
ſtruction to its free paſſage by the inteſtines. 

3. Any thing extraneous in the bowels, whether 
ariſing from indigeſted aliment, inſoluble concretions, or 
other cauſes. 

4. A determination of gouty matter, or the tranſl 
tion of any acrid fluids, from external cold or other 
cauſes, i 

5. The action of lead, to which artificers in tha 
metal are ſubject, and likewiſe thoſe who drink fermented 
liquors adulterated with it. 

6. The action of other metallic and active poiſons, 

7. The imprudent uſe of aſtringents in diarhœa and 
dyſentery. 

The danger in this diſeaſe bes from inflammation 
coming on, as appears from the diſſection of morbid 
bodies. 

The ſymptoms i in general are the Giloving 

An acute pain in the regimen of the abdomen; heut 
burn and bilious vomiting ; coſtiveneſs ; frequent erud 
tions; tenſion in the abdomen; thirſt; hiccup; ſyncope; 
an irregular low pulſe, with cod ſweats and other {ynp 
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toms which occur in the ſphacelated ſtate of the inteſ- 


tines. 


from lead, terminates in pally, and is attended with rheu- 
matic pains in different parts of the body. 

The prognoſis is more particularly favourable when he 
pain remits and changes its poſition, and when it is dif- 
fuſed, from being fixed to a point, over a large ſurface.

— Apoplexy is the abolition of all ſenſation, both inter. 
nal and external, in which, however, the motion of the 


heart and lungs are preſerved, 8 
It is diſtinguiſhed from its degree of violence, and 


© likewiſe into the ſanguineous or ſerous apoplexy. 


There have been many inſtances of ſudden death, ſup. 
poſed to ariſe from apoplexy, which diſſection has proved 
to depend on polypus, and frequently a rupture of the 
cavities of the heart. 

Apoplexy more eſpecially ſeizes the n and 
plethoric; thoſe who have ſhort necks; who have been 
addicted to the luxuries of the table; and are from fifty 
to ſixty years of age. 

The remote cauſes are, a tends to determine 

too large a quantity of blood to the head; the ſuppreſſion 
of former evacuations; exceſſes in eating and drinking; 
violent injuries of the head from external means; tumours 
compreſſing the brain; the extravaſation or effuſion of 
blood in the ſubſtance of the brain. 

The fit is generally preceded by a torpor of the ſenſes, 
an impediment of ſpeech, vertigo, head-ach, a tremor 
and numbneſs of the extremities, fridor dentium, a noiſe 
in the ears, hyſterical and hypochondriacal affections, 
a ſenfe of fulneſs and diſtenſion of the abdominal region, 
the breathing remarkably flow and difficult. 

It ſometimes happens that the patient is ſeized ſuddenly 
with the loſs of all the animal functions, difficult reſpira- 
tion, cold extremities, redneſs of the countenance, great 
pulſation of the arteries, drowſineſs, noiſy reſpiration, 
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ſaliva foaming. from the mouth, a reſolution of the 


ſphincters -of the anus and bladder, the patient is ſeized. 


with vomitipg, and recovers after a profuſe ſwear. 
A pally, or hemiplegia, is frequently the cOTEInY 
of an apoplectic fit. 


The prognoſis is more eſpecially favourable when the | 


{ſenſes have been little impaired, and the function of 
reſpiration not much affected. 

The ſanguineous apoplexy is moſt dangerous, but of 
more eaſy cure than the ſerous apoplexy. 

An impeded deglutition and reſpiration, with cold 
ſweats, terminate fatally : apoplexy from external injury, 
unleſs remedicd by the ſurgeon, proves immediately fatal. 

The ſerous apoplexy is often removed by a fever and 
. hxmorrhagy, eſpecially from the hzmorrhoidal veſſels. 

In the ſanguineous apopiexy the indications of cure

. To bleed freely, either by the lancet, or cupping-

2. To apply bliſters to the head, between the ſhoulders, 


or, in caſe of palſy, to the extremities, 

3. To ſtimulate by purgatives or clyſter. 

In general, the error of practice is in the too free and 
early uſe of volatile and heating remedies. 

If the apoplexy is of the ſerous kind, bleeding ſhould 
be uſed with more caution. 
An active vomit is frequently of uſe ; purpatives may 


be employed freely; bliſters, and even volatile remedies, 


may be afterwards uſed with more advantage. 
In both kinds of apoplexy, an erect poſture, and mo- 
derate heat, are beſt, 1 5 
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The moſt effeQual means of obviating the return of 

apoplexy is by moderate evacuations, diet of eaſy ſolubi- 
: lity, and ſetons or iſſues, which produce a diſcharge of

OF PALSY. 


Palſy is the abolition or diminution of motion or ſen- 
fation, or both, in one or more parts of the body. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed into that in which the feeling 
of the part is only affected, or where the power of 
motion, either with or without ſenſation, is deſtroyed. 

It is likewiſe diſtinguiſhed into paraplegia, bemiplegia, 
or more local affections, as of the tongue, eye-lids, 
ſphincters of the anus or bladder, and the like. 

The remote cauſes of pally are, 

1. Exceſs of eating or drinking; a ſcorbutic habit of 
body; the colica pifonum; a cold moiſt air; water or 
pus effuſed on the brain; wounds of the brain, or medulla 
ſpinalis 5 external preſſure; ſuppreſhon of former evacua- 
tions; apoplexy ; convulſions; ſudden fear, and other 
cauſes operating on the nerves; in children, depending 
on acrimony and irritation of the bowels. 

The proximate cauſe is, the interruption to the influx 
of nervous fluid into the parts, from the brain, meduila 
oblongata, and ſpinalis, or from the nerves themſelves. 

Before the attack of palſy, there is frequently a de- 
gree of totpor of the ſenſes, paleneſs, a ſenſe of weight 
and. uneaſineſs in the head, with . vertigo; 
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there is a ſenſe of pricking or r ſenſalio formicationis in the 
affected parts; ; the diſeaſed parts become cold and ſoft, 
they waſte, and are frequently œdematous; the pulſe is 
generally ſmall, ſoft, and ſlow, though ſometimes quick 
and unequal ; ſometimes the memory and * faculties 
of the mind are impaired. 

A palſy preceded by apoplexy, frequently terminates 
in apoplexy. 


It is ſeldom cured when depending on any a | 
injury of the head, preſſure or luxation of the ſpine, 


eſpecially if the parts waſte. 

A pain in the affected parts, returning ane heat, 
ſenſatio formicationis, or tremor in the parts, prognoſticate 
a recovery: a fever or diarrhœa often cures a palſy. 

Paralytic affections of parts near the head, and of the 
upper extremities, are more difficultly removed than of 
the lower extremities. 

The cure is beſt effected by the following means: 

1. By bleeding in plethoric and inflammatory habits, 
in caſes where the attack has been ſudden, and where 


the head is much affected; in other caſes it is to be 


avoided. 

2. By active purgatives and ſtimulating clyſters, ex- 
cept in very old habits. 

3. By the uſe of volatile and diffuſive ſtimulants taken 
internally, or applied externally.—Vide Formul. Select. 
No. 14, 75, 165, 179. 

4. In ſome caſes, where the head has not been much 
affected, vomits have been uſeful.

Epilepſy is the privation of external and internal ſen- 
lation, accompanied with violent convulſive motions of 
the whole body. 

It may. diſtinguiſhed into idiopathic and Game, | 

The moſt frequent ſubje&s of it are, delicate children, 
and ſuch as have been accuſtomed to ſerous defluxions 
on the head, and other parts of the body. 

The remote cauſes are various; external injuries on 
the head, the obſtruction of uſual evacuations, too great 
repletion or inanition, violent paſſions of the mind, eſpe- 
eially ſudden fear; it ſometimes ſeems to be hereditary. 

A knowledge of its proximate cauſe is obſcure and 
difficult, being involved in the general inveſtigation of 
the principles of irritability and muſcular motion. | 

The paroxyſm is frequently preceded by laſſitude, 
Aupor, giddineſs, pain of the head, tinnitus aurium, fright- 
ful dreams, palpitation of the heart, difficult breathing, 
diſtenſion of the abdomen, the urine pale and in large 
quantity, a trembling of the tongue, and coldneſs: of the 
extremities, 

In the paroxyſm the tian is greatly convulſed, there 
is a contortion of the eyes and countenance, contraction 
of the ſingers, and foaming at the mouth; all ſenſation, 
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and the S of the mind, are aſleep ; ſemen, | urine, - 


and feces are diſcharged inroluatarily ; on the remiſſion 
of ſymptoms the ſenſes are gradually reſtored, but there 
generally remain head-ach, laſſitude, and torpor of the 
whole body. 

The paroxyſm is frequently produced by intemperance, 
intenſe ſtudy, or diſagreeable and violent impreſſions on 
the mind. 


The diſeaſe frequently diſappears ſpontaneouſly at the 


age of puberty. 

Intermittent fevers, -and eruptions on the ſkin, ſome- 
times remove it. It is in general very obſtinate, eſpe- 
cially if it attacks the adult, and has ariſen from a fright; 
or if it be hereditary; it is always unfavourable, in caſes 
where the memory and judgment have been impaired. 

In ſome inſtances it terminates in apoplexy. 

In the paroxyſm we ſhould endeavour to moderate 
the violence of the convulſive ſymptoms, 

1. By bleeding from the jugular vein, or temporal 
* provided there are ſymptoms of plethora and local 
congeſtion in the head. 

2. By applying ſtimuli to the lower extremities, ſuch 
as bliſters, or warm cataplaſms. 

3. By anodyne and antiſpaſmodic clyſters, or by lini- 
ments of the ſame kind rubbed along the ſpine. 


The effects of external injuries, ſuch as depreſſions, 


fractures, or extraneous bodies, ſhould be removed. 
In the interval of the paroxyſm, our attention ſhould 
be directed to obviate its return; 
1. By proper evacuations. 
2. By ſetons or open bliſters.

In caſes of melancholia che alimemmoy canal is chiefly 
affected, and the prediſpoſing cauſes are frequently the 
ſame with thoſe taken notice of 1 in the AM of Meria 


hypochondriafis. 

In melancholia the patient is timid, e dejected, 
addicted without a cauſe to anger, variable in his temper, 
folicitous about trifles, ſometimes avaricious; at other 
times profuſe ; the body is coſtive, urine pale, and in 
{mall quantity, oppreſſion on the præcordia, with flatu- 
lency, frequent vomiting of acrid bile, pale countenance, 
ſtow pulſe, a keen appetite, a credulous and perverted 
imagination, anticipating evils, followed by fuicide. 

In mania there is a wildneſs of the countenance, with 
redneſs of the eyes, the habits and manners much 
changed, pride and hatred, watchfulneſs day and night, 
head-ach, tinnitus aurium, immoderate laughing, violent 
anger, producing the moſt ungovernable rage either di- 
rected againſt another or himſelf, an immoderate appetite 
for venery,. an expoſure with impunity to the extremes 
of cold and hunger; the n terminates in ſtupor 
and melancholy. 

In the paroxyſm the animal and vital functious are 
remarkably vigorous. 

The prognoſis is more fayqurable when the diſeaſe 
ariſes from ſuppreſſed evacuations, than from long habits 
of 1 intemperance; or from any indiſpoſition of the body, 
than in caſes where the health is good, while the mind 
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is only affeted. I. f is 'benter to have the exceſs of joy 
than ſadneſss. 7

Fhe following are the rules of cure; 

1. In caſes of mania with plethora, clpecially to bleed 
freely.” 5 

2. To empty the fin vie by the united operation of 
emetics and purgatives. 

3. To relieve the head by a 1 on the neck. 

4. Fo reſtore obſtructed I or to ſubſtitute 
artificial ones. 

5. In many cafes to uſe the ſea bath, and in _ 
cold bathing. 

The diet ſhould be diluting, vegetable, and foros, 
eſpecially in mania; but in this a reference muſt be had 
to the former habits of the patient. 

The mind ſhould be kept ferene and cheerful, and 
moderate exerciſe ; perhaps a change of climate will be 
- found adviſeable, 

In ſome caſes ſleep mould be procured by anodynes, 
ſuch as opium, n Hoffman's anodyne liquor, and 
the like. 


The Strammonium has been l recommended by 
Dr. Stork. | 
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The mind is to be governed according to the ſtate 
of it. | 
In ſome caſes, eſpecially after acute diſeaſes, a Fant 
of idiotiſm comes on, which is removed by means which 
ſtrengthen the habit.

OF THE VENEREAL DISEASE. 


This diſeaſe ariſes from the immediate contact of a 
poiſon of a peculiar nature, eſpecially with the mucous 
membranes, or an ulcerated ſurface. 

It generally firſt acts on the part to which it is ap- 
plied z it ts ſometimes, however, abſorbed into the habit, 
and depofited by ſecretion on parts of the body which 
were not primarily or originally expoſed to the infec- | 
tion, as the throat, the noſe, the perioſteum, the ſkin, 
&c. | 
The ſymptoms which ariſe from the action of this 
poiſon are various. 

They differ frequently in their degree of 8 
depending probably on the quantity or quality of the 
virus, the length of time which the parts have remained 
in contact with it, and the conſtitution of the patient. 

There is no peculiar prophylaQtic which can be alto- 
gether depended on; the waſhing the parts immediately 
after coition with a little ſoap and water, or a diluted 
ſolution of the cauſtic alkali, by brandy or other ſtimu- 
Jating fluid, will encreaſe_the ſecretion of mucus from 
the parts, and thereby prevent the diſeaſe. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed into two heads, 

1. As a local diſeaſe not yet abſorbed i into the item, 
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2. As a confirmed /ues, in conſequence of being ah. 
forbed by the lymphatic veſſels, and conveyed. to differ. 


ent parts of the body. 
Gonnorheea may be conſidered: and treated ſucceſs 


fully as a local diſeaſe; while the lighteſt ulcer, or 


fymptoms of the difeafe occurring in remote parts of the 
body, ſhould: be treated as a confirmed ſyphilis. 

In the gonorrhea, a gentle, pleafing titillation is felt 
at the extremity of the g/ans penis, generally about the 
fourth day after coition with an infected perſon, a. tran. 


parent lymph or mucus is diſcharged from the orifice of 


the urethra ; there, is a degree of redneſs ſurrounding the 


_- orifice, with fulneſs and tenſion of the g/ans penis; there 


as pain with a ſenſe of heat in making urine, more ef- 


pecially felt about half an inch from the orifice of the 
urethra. 


In a day or two doe is a purulent fluid diſcharged 


and ſecreted from the inflamed. ſurface of the /acune of 


the urethra, the inflammatory ſymptoms ſometimes ex- 
tend along the whole ſurface of this membrane, even 
to the neck of the bladder; there is ſometimes blood 
diſcharged with pus x there is frequently a chords, or 

an involuntary and painful ere ion, with an incurrature 


of the penis. 
Theſe ſymptoms become milder; there is leſs pain in 


evacuating the urine ;- the purulent diſcharge, which was

-whiter and thicker; the erections are not fo frequent 
or painful; there is leſs tumor of the parts; the urethn 
becomes ſoft and flexible, and laſt the VENTS: df 
en, 5 the diſeaſe i is removed.

The ſame ſymptoms occur in women, with ſome little 
variation, ariſing from the diverſity 1 in the ſtructure ud 
their organs, 

It begins with an unuſual increaſe * ſecretion, and a 
ſenſe of irritation in the vagina; there are appearances of 
tumour and redneſs in the parts, which render coition 
painful; there is lefs difficulty in making water; the 
diſcharge appears equally purulent as in men, and it 
gradually diſappears by an abatement of the diſcharge, 
and a diminution of the inflammatory ſymptoms. 

The venereal virus acts by inflaming parts to which 
it is applied, and likewiſe poſſeſſes a power of aſſimilating 
with the animal mucus, and n it into its own 
kind, as dy u fexmentable proceſs. 

The pus is ſecreted from an inflamed furface ver fe. 
dom ulcerated. 

The inflammatory ſymptoms are a propor- 
tioned to the degree of virulence and infection; ſymp- 
toms ſimilar to a gonnorhœa may be induced by other 
means which inflame the urethra, but the n dif- 
charge is not infectious. 

The diſeaſe is milder in women, but Fig of more 
difficult cure than in men; the ſooner the diſeaſe ap- 
pears after infection, the more violent the ſymptoms of 
inflammation are; the more extenſive it is, the more 
difficult i is the cure. 2 15 5 

The diſeaſe admits of a —_ cure, favoured by di- 
lution, an antiphlogiſtic regimen, and reſt; this is, how- 
ever, tedious and uncertain; therefore it may be "OY 


and effeQually cured by art.

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The cure conſiſts in diminiſhing the inflammatory 
ſymptoms, and ſometimes exciting a greater action in 
the diſeaſed parts. 8 

Tbe body ſhould be kept ſoluble by ailing and . | 
tive medicines, as ſulphur, cryſtals of cream of tartar, the 
neutral ſalts, and the like. 

The urine ſhould be diluted by frieking plentifully 
of watery Huids, wath. gum. woke or other vegetable 
mucilages. 

I be .rritation on the inflamed ſurface ſhould be mo- 
derated by che uſe of injections, ſo mild as to produce 
Bitle or no pain in the urethra; their firſt operation is 
often followed by an increaſe in the diſcharge, which 
afterwards abates and becomes thicker. / 

All the injections in common uſe are either of lead, 

copper, zinc, or mercury. The following formulz are 
well adapted to the purpofe,—Vide- Formul. Seleg. No. 
80, 81, 104, 105, &c. 199. 
The prejudices againſt the uſe of long] diluted to 
the degree of giving no pain, are ill founded, nor do they 
ever tend to · convert a gonnorrhœa into a confirmed Lues. 
It frequently happens that after the virulent and in- 
flammatory fymptoms are gone, a conſiderable diſcharge 
takes place from the relaxation and debility of the parts; 
this is generally called a gleet; it gives way to the in- 
ternal uſe of heating balfams; the uſe of bark, tonics 
and cold bathing, either topical or general. Many in- 
ſtances have occurred of its being removed by inducing 
_ #pflammation in the parts, by bougies, cantharides, and 
fome of the former injections leſs diluted, ſo as to excite 
much pain and ſymptoms of ſtrapgury. 
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The inflammation of the urethra; from its violence 
extending along the courſe of the vaſa deferentia, from 
too much exercife, the uſe of ſtimulating injections, and 
other means increafing inflammation, induce an inſlam- 
mation of the teſticle, accompanied with much pain and | 


tumour. This is to be removed by bleeding, purging. 
fomentations, and the antiphlogiſtic regimen; it is to be 


conſidered only as a caſè of local diſeaſe. 

As the inflammation abates in 3 the 1 
appears again from the urethra. 

Vitriolated quickſilver, and other active emetics, FIG

Does the matter of ee and lues eſenially differ 
1 each other? 
The ſymptoms of luer venerea are fo various, that it is 
— to deſeribe them. . 

- It attacks the palate, fauces, ſneiderean 8 
with inflammation, and ulcers ſpreading, and deeply 
ſeated, with white callous edges; deglutition is painful, 
the 'bones become carious, and the matter diſcharged is 
fetid and offenſive, 
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The patient complains of univerſal pain in the bones, 
| eſpecially about the middle of the tibia, increaſed by the 
heat of the bed; they abate towards the morning.— 
Sometimes tumour and ſuppuration take place on the 
affected parts. 

The ſkin is frequently covered with broad round dry 
ſpots, of a brown or copper colour, eaſily diſtinguiſhable 
from other eruptions ; they are frequently diffuſed over 
the whole ſurface of the body, but more eſpecially in 
the forehead, and about the roots of the hair. There 
are fiſſures in the palms of the hands, or ſoles of the 
feet, ſeparating an acrid and ichorous fluid. 

Sometimes the ſkin is inflamed, and ulcers ariſe, which 
ſpread quickly over all the body. The glands of the 
body are indurated and obſtructed, painful exoſtoſis ariſe, 
which ſometimes ſuppurate, and -preſent underneath a 
a carious bone. The bones are in {ome brittle, in others 
ſoft and flexible. 

The eye-lids are inflamed and ulcerate, and a chronic 
ophthalmia comes on; the organ of hearing is ſometimes 
affected, and the bones of the ear have been rendered 
carious. 

The animal and vital functions have been much 
impaired. 

It ſhould be diſtinguiſhed from other diſeaſes. 

The cure of this diſeaſe can only be effected by the 
| uſe of mercury, other means only proving uſeful RY 
tavouring its operation. 

It may be employed either as an alterative, or as an 
evacuant.

The moſt effectual practice is that by which the greateſt 
quantity of mercury can be introduced into the habit, and 
kept in circulation for the longeſt time; this is beſt done 
by having recourſe to unction, ſo graduated in its quan- 
tity and mode of application, as to prove an alterative 
remedy. 

Other preparations have their particular advantages, 
as calculated to a& forcibly on particular parts of the 

body, and remove particular and urgent ſymptoms. 
SGalivation is not neceſſary to cure venereal complaints; 
it more frequently impedes than promotes the cure. 
IT be practical rules for managing and conducting that 
| procels are to be explained, 

A moderate degree of external wrath, the occaſional 
uſe of the warm bath, and a mucilaginous, diluent, and 
antiphlogiſtic regimen ſhould accompany ſalivation. 

Mercury ſometimes produces high ſymptoms of inflam- 
mation in the ſyſtem, which are to be properly mode- 
rated. | 

The action of mercury may be promoted by the reſi- 
nous woods, of guaiacum and ſaſſafras; ſarſaparilla and 
China root are likewiſe employed for the ſame purpoſe. 

They are always found moſt ſerviceable when mercury 
has preceded their uſe. , 

The mezereon has been found to . in removing 
exoſtoſis. . 
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The Peruvian bark is given with great ſucceſs in pha- 


gedenic and venereal ſores, even where mercury has been 


found to injure the conſtitution of the patient. 

A milk diet, and a change of air, are found beneficial 
in reſtoring the ſtrength of a patient, reduced by the 
operation of mercury. —Vide Formul, Select. No. 104,
